Agricultural Science, > 
At the recent meeting of the Society for 
the Promotion of Agricultural Science, 
held at Brooklyn, N.Y., Prof. Wm. Saund- 
ers, president, in his opening address, 
gave a review of the work of experiment 
stations in the United States and Canada, 
particularly the latter, A feature much 
divelt on was the experiments in hybridiz- 
ing grain and fruit. Over 700 varietios of 
grain have been produced, of which 400 
are still under cultivation, in the attompt 
to develop usefal sorts. The most numer- 
ous hybrids haye been those of different 
kinds of wheat. The Red Fife, the leading 
Canadian wheat, has boon crossed with 
many imported yaricties, the most note- 
worthy being the Ladoga wheat, a boarded 
yarloty from Russia, grown in high lati 
tudes near the lake of that name, and 
ripening earlier than the Red Fife, and 
several varieties from the Himalaya moun§ 
tains, at altitudes from 400 to 11,000 feet, 
fiybrids have been produced, ripening from 
four to six days sooner than the Red Fife. 
The drawbacks have been that the Lado- 
ga wheat makes flour which gives bread of 
dark color; and the Himalayan wheat is 
generally less vigorous than Red Fife. 
However, by selecting the best hybrids, 
improved varieties of wheat are being de- 


veloped ; 227 of the 400 thus created, aro 


still preserved and cultivated, 

Tn barley, numerous hybrids have been 
produced, the two-rowed and six-rowed 
having been crossed, as well as other vari- 
ties.

any danger of introducing into Canada 
any new pests which wonld afterwards 
give trouble either in tho field or in the 
granary, In my opinion, Canadian farm 
ers need have ho anxiety on this score; for 
both of the pests have alres from time 
to time been imported from the south with | 
various kinds of grain, but have failed to 
propagate und beecomo established. This 
is due to the fact that they are tropical in- 
sects, which, although they are very in- 
jurious in the sonthern states, cannot exist 
for any length of time in our climate, 
‘Phe granary weevils are small brown 
beetles, a little more than one-eighth of an 
inchin length, which lay their eggs in 
holes which they bore by means of a 
slender beak in the dry grain. When 
young grubs hatch, tliey complete their 
growth and turn to beetles again inside 


the grain where the egg was laid, 
By this timo they have eaten 
out all the interior of the ker- 
nel. ‘The beetles then emerge and con- 
tinue the work of destruction. When 


grain is kept in store for a long time, this 

injury may be considerable in hot climates; 

but in Canada the cold of our winters stops 
their development and destroys the beetles, 
“The ‘fly weevil’ has never developed in 

} Canada even to the same extent as the true 
weevils, although occasional instances of 
its occurrences have been brought to my 
notice, In the sontheru states, where it 
is very abundant, the moths fly from the 
granaries and lay their eggs upon the ripe 
grain in the flelds; the eggs of young cater- 
pillars are thus carried back again jnto the 
granary, and frequently are the cause of 
| much Joss, This never takes place in 

Canada, 

“Remedy: Shonld grain at any time be 
found to be infested by these insects, often 
repeated experiment has shown that the 
insects can be easily and cheaply de- 
stroyed by treating it with bisulphide or 
carbon, in the same way that peas are now 
regularly treated to free them from the pea 
weevil,” 


A Farm Stable, 

A writer in Tho Tribune gives his 
method of ventilation and of making a 
coment floor. We quote a fraction of his 
remarks: 

‘My plan of ventilation is to havo an 
open hay chute aboye the manger and ex- 
tending the entire length of it, and we 
arrange the barn so that this hay chute 
comes at the side of the barn floor above 
and just under the edge of the hay bay, 
my barn being basement barn. With 
plenty of windows and doors below and 
this opening over the manger, and good 
bedding used freely, the air of tho stable 
is always sweet and wholesome. Tor lay-

ing stable floors only Portland cement 
should be used, but as a barrel of it will 
make nearly 100 square feet of floor for a 
cow stable, and good Portland coment can 
now be bought at $3 per barrel, the coat of 
the material is actually less than that of 
plank and joist, for with suitable joist and 
a two-inch floor it will require nearly 400 
feet of lumber for 100 square foot of floor, 
and this would cost me $2 a hundred 


for pine or $2.50 a hundred for oak 
lumber. My entire stable is floored 
with coment—horse aud cow stalls, 


manger, manure ditch, cellar and bedding 
room and a walk two feet wide back of the 
munure ditch. 

“To make this concrete, woe mix one 
part of coment to six parts of good gravel, 
or finely broken stono four parts and 
coarse sand two parts, will answer, This 
is thoroughly mixed dry, then elightly wot 
by sprinkling with o watering pot, and 
thoroughly mixed until every pvobble is 
coated with the cement, and then rammed 
solid, The finishing coat is mixed, two 
parts of sand to one of coment, thoroughly 
toimpered and poured on quite thin and

The Horse Nettle. 

The troublesome weed, the well-known 
Horse Nettle (Solanum Carolinense), is ap- 
parently spreading north, though not ‘so 
fast as some annual ones, Horse nettle is 
a native from Connecticntsouth to Mlorida 
and west to Texas, but it will soon be in- 
digenous much farther north if it spreads 
as it has done lately, It is now often seen 
in the strects of Canadian cities, on vacant 
lots and too often in cultivated fields, 
where it does great injury to crops. 

Its common name does not indicate that 
this weed is closely related to the cultivat- 
ed potato, but the botanical name of the 
genus sliows closo relationship, An ex- 
amination of its flowers will show that | 
they much resemble those of the potato,

being bluish o: whitish in color, The 
berry, commonly called the ‘‘seed” also 
resembles that formed on the potato. The 
leaves have large prickles on the midrib 
and some of the larger lateral ribs; They 
are also slightly hairy. The stem is boset 
with numerous stont prickles. 

Many of the related plants of this genus 
are annuals but horse nettle is a deep- 
rooted porennial, its roots often extending

three feet or more into the svil. This fact 
makes it a very tenacions weed, very diffi- 
cult toexterminate, For this reason tho 
weed grows in dense patches, which are 
carefully avoided by stuck in pastures. 
Plow the land at this time, allowing none 
of the leaves to appear. The plants should 
be kept down the succeeding year. Plow 
the ground again next summer, Sow 
thickly with rye and keep watch of the 
nettle, allowing none to grow. Careful 
work for two seasons should remove it. 


Evergreens Healthful. 

Dr. Alfred L. Loomis of New York gives 
this interesting scientific testimony to the 
value of evergreens: ‘“‘It is stated that 
whenever the pine, with its constant ox- 
halation of turpentine vapor gnd ite never- 
failing foliage can be distributed in a pro- 
portion to the population, the atmosphere 
can be kept not only aseptic, but antiseyr 
tie by nature's own processes, independent 
of other influences, excepta certain amount 
of sunshine and moisture. It is not pos 
sible for everyone to take his weak lungs 
to an antiseptic air, but it is possible to 
render the air of moat localities antiseptic, 
I would, therefore, impress on the public 
the importance of preserving our evergreen 
forests and cultivating about our homes 
overgroon trees.” 


About Colory Raising. 

The claim that it requires contact with 
earth to removo the aold properties of 
colery is said to havo little foundation. 
The quality of brittleness and fine nutty 
flavor which is so much appreciated can be 
acquired by forcing the plants to a quick 
growth in # moist cool atmosphere, Colery

We! have sketches of every nook, bay 
and inlet on the American side of the lakes.

It has not only perfect plans of the 
larger lakes and rivers, but of every creek, 
hill, mountain, railroad, bridge and passin 
the country. Jn case of war England can 
supply her generals with maps of your 
country for any step, in any direction, that 
it would please her to move an invading 
army. The commanding general of such an 
army could move his troops forward even 
in the darkest night, for the very wagon 
roads are traced on our maps;

IS MAN A LOPSIDED ANIMAL ? 


The Subject Discussed from a Waricty of 
Interesting Standpoints, 


Man st best is au ungainly animal, His 
head is an irregular spheroid, his eyes are 
not alike or of equal efficienoy ; one shoulder 
is higher than its neighbor, one hand and 
one foot is larger than its corresponding 
organ. Despite the fact that the shape, 
size and color of the ear differs more widely 
in individuals than any other organ of the 
human body, they are probably more alike 
on the same head than any other of the 
twin organs. If one ear is delicate in shade 


the other willbe the same; if one look 


like a dried fig or a conch shell, the other 
is likewise so. With the eyes, however, 
matters are different. One eye is nearly 
always more open than its friend over the 
bridge, while in many cases people, while 
apparently looking with both eyes, only use 
one, and makers of firearms, in making 
Guns to order, carefully allow for the right 
or left sightedness of the sportsman for 
whom they cater, Broadly speaking, 
Women are more often left sighted than 
men, and, when they do happen to be right- 
sighted they are so in less degree than the 
sterner sex, 

The reason why the left shoulder is fre- 
quently further from mother earth than 
the right lies in the fact thav while writing 
most men rest the left elbow on the table, 
while in the case of porters loads are car- 
ried on the right shoulder.

LONDON STATISTICS. 


Carlosities of Metropolitt Life—The 


Growth of the City—Missing Goods and 
Missing rsons, 


Some curious facts about London life are 
presentedin the annual reports of the police 
and other departments, 


The rate of growth 
isnot so rapid as usual. There are only 
eighteen miles of new streets, against thirty- 
one the previous year. The city is being 
made more compact. Thir‘een thousand 
houses were added. The facilities for atroet 
transport were slightly reduced. There 
are 10,800 cabs, which is 600 less than five 
years ago. The omnibuses and street cars 
number 3,500. Londoners are careless 
people. They lett 19,000 ’purses in cabs; 
butit is past comprehension how they 
should leave 94 watches and 43 clocks in 
these vehicles, Oddly enough, people lost 
themselves inalmost the same number 
that lost‘ property; The number of 
articles, left in public conveyances was 
28,270, and the number of persons reported 
missing was 28,269. Tifteen thousand ar 
ticles were returned to their owners, ond 
14,000 missing ersons were restored to 
their friends, There is no doubt that many 
of the remaining 14,000 came back of their 
own accord. But the bare statistical report 
of this great army of disappearances hides 
vast chapters of mystery. ‘The folice bur- 
ied 66 bodies which were never identified, 
Serious crime in London is decreasing, 
Felonies relating to property are a fraction 
over three in a thousand of the population, 
whereas ten years ago they were nearer 
five. Burglaries dropped from 637 to 509, 
and housebreakers chiefly flourish at the 
expense of the poor,who have to leave their 
dwellings unoccupied for hours, 


A French Scientist Says it Can be Brought 
Out by the Use of Formic Acid. 

A French scientist, M. Ragonneau, has 
just discovered how to make a plant grow 
from the seed in thirty minutes as much as 
it would under ordinary circumstances in as 
many days. Heretofore nature has shared 
this secret with the Yoghis of India alone, 
and the methods pursued by these clever 
magicians in performing this trick have 
been often described. They plant a seed in 
the earth and cover it with a cloth. ina 
few moments the cloth begins to be pushed 
upward by the growing plant, which in a 
short time attains the height of several 
feet, Varions theories have been advanced 
as to the modus operandi of this miracle 
one of the latest being that the spectator 
are all hypnotized by the magician. 

During his travels in India M. Ragon- 
neau saw this trick performed frequently 
and noticed that the Hindoos always im- 
bedded the seed in soil which they brought 
with them especially for that purpose. “At 
last he learned that they obtained this 
earth from an% hills. Now, as every one 
knows who has inadvertently eaten one of 
these industrious insects, ants contain a 
large proportion of formic acid, with which 
in time the soil of their habitations become 
charged. This acid has the powerof quick- 
ly dissolving the integument surrounding a 
seed and of greatly stimulating the growth 
of the germ within. 

After a little experimenting with this 
acid the learned Frenchman was able to 
duplicate perfectly the Hindoo trick. Hai 
further researches have led him to believe 
that this discovery may be profitably 
applied to agriculture, By infusing ants in 
boiling water acid as strong as vinegar can 
be obtained. M. Ragonneau has achieved 
the best results and most perfect growth by 
using earth moistened with a solutioa of 
5,000 parts of water to one ofucid. 


MAGICAL GROWTH OF PLANTS. 


London Postmen. 
The oldeet man in the London Post 
Office has been in the service forty-five 


years, There area large number of post- 
men whose fathers were engaged in the 
same service before them and whose sons 
will probably take their places. The posi- 
tion of river postman has been in one fame 
ly forseveral generations. The grandfather 
of the present incumbent received from 
George III, a silver badge weighing 
eighteen ounces, and his son was presented 
with a new boat by William IV. It is the 
business of the river postman to deliver 
letters to and collect letters from the ship- 
ping inthe Thames. The British postal 
employees are subject to police duty and 
may at any time be sworn in as special con- 
stables to assist in maintaining order.

The principal siznal for short distan- 
ces is the “wig-wag,” which is used, not 
for general maneuver, as the semaphore, 
but for any and all messages that have 
to be explained in detail. The “wig- 
wag” is made by « person standing erect 
with a small flag in each hand, which 
he waves in certain combination for 
certain letters. For instance, if both 
arms were held erect over the head and 
brought down in a cirenlar motion to 
the side, each flag would describe a 
semicircle aud a letter “‘o” would be de- 
scribed. 

Hold the left flay out horizontally 
from the body and describe a semicircle 
with the right flag, then the right flag 
out and circle with the left, and so on, 
combining motions until every letter in 
the alphabet is represented by a motion, 
In all the navies of the world the small 
boys taken as apprentices are trained as 
signal boys, not only for the ‘‘wig-wag,” 
but all other modes as 

The flag system is the most universal 
and satisfactory of all codes, both 
nationally and internationally, The dif- 


ference between the “wig-wag” and 
the flag system is the “wig-wag"’ repre- 


sents the letters themselves, but the 
large flags represent not only words, but 
sentences. ‘These are recorded in a book 
which every vessel has, and by refer- 
ring to the number in the book that the 
flags represent, the message is interpret. 
ed. When large flags are used they are 
hoisted to the masthead by gm ordinary 
halyard, to which the flags are fastened 
with the units flag of the desired num- 
ber at the bottom, tens next, and so on, 
Long triangular shaped flags (pennants, 
propeyly called), of different colors and 
combinations of colors make the num- 
bers. This is easy, as only nine digits 
are used (the zero being excluded), and 
one flag over another can give any num- 
ber wanted. Each nation has its own 
combination of numbers, so that they 
can signal among themselyes, while 
others can see and not understand. 
Then there is an international code by 
which any two nations may communi: 
cate, inasmuch as figures are} the same 
in all nations, and thongh they might 
not understand one word in common, 
they can interpret the flag nuinbers, 
Every vessel that floats, whether mer- 
chantmwan or man-of-war, has a number, 
which is recorded in the international 
list of vessels, which gives the name of 
the owner, master, or port or country, 
to which it belo: Vessels passing at 
sea always exchange numbers as a ga 
lute, the same as we exchange saluta 
tions with persons on the street, whe 
ther strangers or friends, The flag of 
the country from which the vessel hails 
is hoisted astern, and if a merehantaan 


meet aman-of-war at sea she dips her 
country's flag in honor to the other 
sountry, which, of course, is answered 
in asimilar manner, and for the mer 
chantman not to dip is an insult. Goy

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WHY BUTTER DOES NOT KEEP. | 


Sone Voints About the New nnd the Old | 
Fashioned Ways. | 


Tt is H igreed that butter 
made by the ep setting or creamer 
syatem does not, a rule, keep sweet 


ns long as that nade from cream raised 
in pans in the old-fashioned way. If 
this is true—and I am quite inclined to 
think it is—the reason is not difficult to | 
find. Let us look at the points of dif- 
ference in the two systems. 

The old way of straining the milk in 
to shallow pars set in a room where the 
temperature was only moderately cooi, 
say 60° or thereabouts, gave an eyen- 
ness to the temperature of the butter 
from the time it was set until it was 
churned, and after that usually until it 


Was eaten, as refrigerators for keeping 
butter and other articles of food cold 
were not then so commonly in use. 


There was no forcing process from first 
to last. The cream came to the top in 
its own time in moderate temperature. 
The cream skimmed off when it was 
sour, Was already at a proper tempera- 
ture for churning. 

Under these conditions the butter was 
acclimated, so to speak, to enable it to 
withstand in better condition the trans- 
fer from the dairy to the grocery, and 
thence to the consumer who probably 
had no cooler place than a cellar or 
pantry in which to keep it. As this was 
not far from the temperature in which 
if was made, no harm resulted for a con- 
siderable length of timo. 

Now look at the new or deep-setting 
process. Ice is usually kept in the tanks. 
At least if is indispensable if the cream 
is to be obtained between milkings. If 
not, the water mst be changed fre- 
quently in order to keep the tempera- 
ture as low as possible. The cream is 
removed and kept until churned (except 
for time it is warmed for souring) as 
cold as possible. It is cooled again after 
churning by being placed in cold storage 
obtained by ice and kept there until 
taken to the grover, or sent by rail to the 
commission man. 

This butter will not bear a warming

It is noticeable in speaking of the

} 


One reason for this is that the 
cream from yery many farms which 
formerly made up the butter at home. 
Another is that nearly every farmhouse 
is now supplied with the cold, deep- 
setting plan in some way and that the 
butter does not keep well enough to al- 
low of storing it in cellars until fall. 

An experiment was made this past 
summer with yranular butter, placed 
loosely ina new butter-cloth bag (ora 
bag made ‘of new butter-cloth) and drop- 
ped into a crock containing yery strong 
brine. The butter was weighted suffi- 
ciently to keep it under the brine and 
securely tied with paper over the crock. 

After it had been in the cellar two 
months, it was taken out and pressed 
sufliciently to exclude the brine. It was 
found to be in good condition, with only 
enough flayor of packed butter to make 
it taste unlike fresh made. It had ex- 
actly the flavor so many persons like, of 
good packed butter. This experiment 
Isball try again next year, keeping it 
longer before opening. The butter be- 
ing in granules the brine had access to 
each one perfectly, ‘This process is 
similar to the one in yogue on the Paci- 
fic coast where two-pound rolls (the only 
form butter is eyer put up) are wrapped 
separately in butter-cloth and submerg- 
ed in casks of brine.’ This is called 
pickling the butter, and while it cannot 
be said to retain the flavor perfectly, it 
makes « very good way of keeping it.— 
B®, ©. Rockwood, in Ohio Parmer.

BRITISH COLUMBIA FINANCES. 


The Pacific Province Gives Promise of 
Strong and Vigerous Manhood, If lta 
Finances are Managed Properly. 

The current estimated submitted to the 
Legislature of British Columbia should 
awaken toa sense of their danger the 
people ofa province which to-day enjoys 
exceptionally high credit on the British 
money market, For the coming financial 
year it is proposed in British Columbia to 
expend $1,312,777, out of an income .of 
$1,035,989, This, of course, is impossible 
without the assistance of borrowed money. 
But already the debt has grown to such 
an extend that it costs $195,420 year to 
carry. In the case of Quebec, the Federal 
help does little more than pay the interest 
on loans, and at the present rate of pro- 


aces British Columbia may soon find it-

SIMILARLY SITUATED. 
It receives now from the Dominion $242,- 


~ 000 a year, of which $195,420 is practically 


pledged to creditors, leaving $47,000 to- 
Wards the million dollars which is spent in 
addition to maintain the Local Government, 
public works, schools‘ and institutions. 
The income of the province from lands, 
timber leases, and mining royalties: is con- 
siderable, but falls far short of meeting the 
‘deficiency. Various forms of taxes have been 
adopted. I.evies upon personal property,real 
property income, wild lands, and Chinese 
immigration, the succession dues, and the 
revenue tax yieldaltogether about $250,000, 
80 thatthe burden of lavish expenditure 
hasalready been assumed in part by the 
people. They will, however, be compelled 
to pay higher taxes very soon uuless they 


cheapen their government or experience a 
remarkable development of their resources, 
: THE PROSPECTS 
of no part of Canada are more hopeful than 
those of British Columbia. 1t isa domoin 
of vast extent,’ covering 382,300 square 
miles, greater by half than Quebec, which 
is the next largest province in the Domin- 
ion. In fertility of soil and\ variety of 
resources it has no superior, if, indeed, it 
is equalled. What ite future may be, with 
the development of our trade on the Paci- 
fic, the most hopeful can scarcely be said 
to overestimate, Such distinguished men 
as the Governor-General and the leader of 
the Opposition, who have lately visited the 
province, have only words of wonder and 
admiration to apply toit. To-day British 
Columbia, still in its infancy, gives promise 
of strong and Vigorous manhood, which 
should make it the pride of the whole Do- 
minion. It ought not to make the mistake 
of pawning its prospects, or hanging the 
millstone of debt about its neck,

He must draw his stimulus from contact 
with the world. He will knock about. 
On the whole, ifone will know what kind 
of a world one has got into and what are 
its illimitable possibilities no less than its 
possible limitations, this is better than to 
getonaperch in a study and begin the 
futile task of lifting one’s self by one’s 
own waistband. 

I cannot now recall in their chronologi- 
ealorder the earlier books of Stevenson, 
but they group themselves in my mind as 
books of travel. He is ona donkey in the 
Ceyennes. He is punting his way with 
Sir Walter Simpson in his canoe along 
Dutch canals, drinking in the still slum- 
‘brousindustry and etching the roofs of 
Amsterdam on his memory. 

He is voyaging to New Yorkin the steer- 
age. He is settled on the Saranac and 
toiling across the continent on an emi- 
grant train; now on the Adirondacks and 
now in California, and then back to Scot~ 
land, exchanging the drawl of the Ameri- 
can rivers for the ‘inkling burn. of the 
highlands, 

Ultimately he is drifting in tropical 
Seas—wayward, like a gulf, but happy, 
like a lover—to fix his home on an island 
in the everlasting Sunshine, where he 
could run barefoot likéx Kanaka and write 
like the Wizdrd of the North when the 
mood seized him. 

That this vagabondage was the m 
sult of a discursive intellect and a re 
disposition I should mot like to s:

Doubtless an incipient invalidism. had 
much to do with it. Stevenson appears to 
have carried within him at an early period 


in his career certain mortal misgivings, 
faint intimations of physical disaster, and 
nothing is so. apt to make the imaginative 
min rush away from himself, 

But the result is shown in’ his work. 
His mind is stored with pictures; not with 
conclusions. He has nethad time to be 
reflective—only time to be cognitive, and 
Whenever and wherever he turns from the 
letails to the abstract mysteries 
, he is like a Dore and not at all like 
# ‘l'urner. 

So he created with a wisual felicity and 
not with the philosophie insight. Hemade 
romances, braided his material according 
to a law of beauty into transient and glow- 
ing decorations, but never wove them into 
immotal wreaths, 

Criticism of the soberer kind may now 
see clearly enough his limitations if it 
will, ‘Treasure Island” remains to us a 
boon, but unsung by the reviewers. That

There is not a 
shadow of scandal attaching to it so far as 
Tean learn. Mr, Osborne himself appears 
to have approved of it and to have been 
present at the ceremony after his wife had 
obtained an undisputed divorce. It looks 
very much as if the absolute fitness of the 
lovers was such as to conyince even the 
husband, And what is still more remark- 
able, the after life of Mr. Stevenson and 
his wife corroborates this view. 

Very few, if any, dreamers haye been 
able to so Selkirk their dreams and pick 
their man Friday, ‘Vhink of the runagate 
mind selecting Samoa, and hewing a path 
through the tropical forest to build his 
English home high up on the lonely moun- 
tain, and haying absorbed all that travel 
could offer, sitting down in his shirt 
sleeves, bare-footed, to reflect on the ma- 
terial and work it out? 

Think, too, of the reclnses being dowble. 
Would anybody but loversdo this? Would 
any woman who had lived in Paris do it if 
she were not mortally in love and were 
jealous of the world? 
omewhere in every observant man's 
life there comes a time when he must sit 
down and begin to think backward, for 
the future is narrowing to a point. It 
comes sooner to the invalid than to others. 
“T have been hurrying and fancying. I 
lived ina mob to get away from myself. 
Now LI listen to my wife and am content.’

had a smile for him, and the rude natives, 
with a dumb reverence, carried his remains 
high up on the airiest plateau of their 
lJoftiest mountains and laid him there 
where one may overlook the sun-lit wastes 
of the Pacific and feel how far away the 
world is. 

Personally and armong fellow workers, 
Stevenson was a genial, unobtrusive, but 
not unenthusiastic companion, 

Stevenson was a prolitic writer and his 
work ranged from sketches of travel and 
tales of adventure to psychologic analyses 
and fairy legends. ‘Treasure Tsland,? 
which was published in 1888, is one of the 
most charming exploits of the imagination 
that our era has produced, but it does not 
mark the author’s highest range of abilit- 
ies, which was probably reachedin “The 
Master of Ballantrac.”” 

In all the work that preceded “Dr. 
Jekyll und Mr, Hyde” there were true in-’ 
dications of an ebullieucy that belongs to 
youth or at least to an overflowing fancy. 
But when wecome to that book we get 
the s n ofa function out of gear, Tho 
mistake of the book, from an ethical point 
of view, is in making ch: er dependent 
onadrug, But perhaps noone could have 
reasoned or spun from the same postulate 
with any greater artistic success. 

Kew men haye poured out the same 
amount of material in the same time and 
So preserved the mean of excellence, andit 
is this fecundity, rather than any similar 
ity of style or purpose, that has made his 
admirers compare him to Sir Walter Scott, 
He utterly lacked Sir Walter's discipline 
of faculty, His moods varied, and some- 
times left him barren. He was either in- 
spired or helpless. He wrote when he felt 
like it, and the wonder is that he felt like 
it sooften. 

As for his style—it is commendable for 
its terseness, its lucidity and its strength, 
though it cannot be compared with Wey- 
man’s for Saxon directness, and, like his 
moods, it varies, and sometimes seems to 
disappear altogether. He tells us that 
“Treasure island” was written in “two 
bursts of fifteen days,” with a fallow gap 
between. And it was in these bursts that 
he was athis best, There is a breeze in 
that book that nothing but the writer's 
enthusiasm could impart. You will look 

in vain for it in “Dr. Jekyll.” 

‘Taken altogether, his insti if not of 
the transcendental order, were pure and 
sweet. He does not revel in misfortune or 
cruelty, and most of the benign influences 
of nature found @ response in his sympa- 
thies, y 

‘That his best work was done can hardly 
be said of a man who dies at forty-four 
with an unimpaired intellect. But he is 
said to have left two books which were 
completed in the repose of his island, And 
I think they should be the best work of 
his life. For, with all the pains that he 
took to express himself with an almost 
faultless style, there are in all his books 
ovidencer, of a superficial knowledge of the 


largest and deepest truths of tife—which 
truths axe very apt to clude the restles 
and eager mind of youth 

For this reason Stevenson's work will 
notin its entirety grow with time. He 


was too distinctly a product of this era to 


touch any other, and « product not of the 
most earnest or the most lasting intellec 
tual factors of thisera, Even as an amus. 
er he cannot take ran® with the greater 


story tellers who were fired with a convic- 
tion that set even their imaginations 
ablaze.

The Hovas, the strongest. most enter- 
prising and best-equipped of the tribes 
with whom the snch soldiers will have 
to try conclusions, have their capital at 
‘Tananarive, where the prime minister, 
Rainilaiarivony—rules supreme. ‘There is 
n queen of Madagase. but apparently 
The gentle- 
man with the elaborate surname is the 
real ruler of the island. He chooses and 
decides everything for her majesty. In- 
deed, by « peculiar law of that country 
the prime minister is also obliged to serve 
ns husband to the sovereign. He has 
already occupied this complicated position 
for three queens. In point of fact the 
prime minister names the succession to 
the throne, the only limitation to his 
nuthority being that his choice should 
belong to the line of Andrianampouine, 
the founder of the Malgache monarchy. 
He generally seleets some one whom he 
will have no difficulty in controlling. 

Ranavalona IIL, the present queen, 
came to her royal dignities rather unex- 
pectedly. Although of noble origin she 
lived at the time of her accession to the 
throne in very modest circumstances, one 
of her uncles, her guardian, keeping a 
butcher shop in the Hova capital. Now, 
however, she surrounds herself with much 
outer show of majesty; no one dares ap- 
proach her. She lives like a recluse in her 
palace at Tananariye, occasionally going 
abroad with her prime mjnister in a sedan 
chair, but showing herself to the populace 
only on very rare occasions. 

Such an occasion presents itself regular. 
ly once a year, in the last days of Novemb- 
er, on the celebration of the national feast 
ofthe bath, On this day the queen re- 
ceives at her palace, extended upon a 
couch of red velvet, She “then suddenly 
disappears behind a curtain where for 
some minutes she refreshes herself ina 
perfumed bath. When this has been com- 
pleted a salvo of artillery announces to the 
people that the royal purification has been 
effected. After that she makes a tour of 
the palace and from a silver ewer, car- 
ried by «a gorgeonsly-appareled  sery- 
ant, she sprinkle} water upon all the 
troops who stand in line in the courtyard 
with presented arms, ‘he official account 
of the French envoy, M. de Vilers, would 
indicate that the queen is not a beauty; 
but with characteristic gallantry he udds 
thatshe has certain feminine coguetries 
and loves hundsome gowns rather for the 
pleasure of possessing them than of w 
ing them. ‘The climate of Madagas: 
not conducive to elaborate toilettes 
needless clothing ef any description. 

About tivo years ago her majesty tired 
of the idleness and frivolity of her mode of 
existence and undertook to emancipate 
herself from the dominance of the prime 
minister. With the assistance of one of 
the sons of this oflicial by « former wife, 
the queen plotted to secure real us well as 
nominal control of the government. But 
Rainilaiarivony nipped the project in the 
bud by beheading the qgaeen’s chief ad- 
visers.

Before the close of the nominations J. 
L, Ferguson, M. Woodcock and I. Serim- 
shaw resigned. The Clerk declared B. W. 
Rathbun elected by acclamation. A poll 
was demanded by L, Hoppins on behalf of 
the candidates. The Clerk made the usual 
announcements, and being in poor health, 
asked the meeting to choose achairman for 
the rest of the proceedings, Myr, A. Ding- 
man, inspector of Indian agencies and re- 
serves, being resent, was, upon motion of 
Mr. A. A. Richardson, called to the -chair. 
After thanking the electors for the unex- 
pected honor hie called on the different can- 
didates to address the meeting. 

Mayor Rathbun thanked the ratepayers 
for the honor again conferred upon him. 
It was pleasing to see evidences of Christ- 
mas good will; the large nnmber of ncm- 
inations showed this. Referring to the 
financial statement, the total debt of the 
town, less amount of money an hand and 
taxes to be collected, was only $6,000, an 
excelleht showing when it was remembered 
that the public health must be guarded, 
roads and walks improved, fire protection 
provided. light furnished and schools, ever 
overflowing, maintained. He thought the 
community should be congratulated on 
freedom from disease, accident, fires, etc 
‘The season had been such that industries 
had |bcen kept poing up to alate date. 
Depression -in business had been world 
wide, but it appeared that this tact had 
taught people economy and prudence and 
good after all had been the result. There 
were evidences now of general improve- 
ment in business all over the world. He 
hoped the new council to be elected would 
endeavor to secure better ferry accommo: 
dation with points across the bay. He had 
hoped for the support of the agricultural 
oomimunity about us to aid in the estab- 
lishment of new industries, such as can- 
ning factory. etc. Going back to the for: 
mation of this community the guidin 
principle was to make ita home for a 
classes and creeds, that all should be inter- 
ested in thecommunity. The bulk of the 
town wa: owned by the toilers who had 
husbanded their savings. Some of the 
largest property owners were men of this 
class. Th the past there had been unity ; 
there had been no discrimination against 
men because of creed or nationality. It 
was with sorrow, therefore, that a society 
had been instituted in the towr whose 
principal object was to discriminate against 
citizens who have borne the blunt like 
others, who had joined in our social events 
and visited in our homes. He would ask 
them to seriously consider before this 
went too far, as fatal divisions would re- 
sult. It was unfair to the workingmen to 
set one portion against another, Their 
children grew up side by side in the schools. 
Liberty of conscience should be dear to all. 
The older residents would remember the 
noble work done by the Sistera of Oharity 
during the small-pox epidemic in Deser- 
onto when their good offices had been ex 
tended to people of all creeds, Some of hia 
own right hand men, Messrs. Butler and 
Callaghan, for instance, belonged to the 
Roman Catholic church and had done 
eplendid service in the great operations en 
trusted to their care and which the

Mr. A. S. Valleau said that if he could

Mr, A. A. Richardeou congratulated Mr. 
Dingman on being cliaivinan, as it 
dignity to the meeting to. be thus pr 
over by a Dominion official.

STAGE DEATHS. 


Medical Authority Declares They Out- 
rageously Violate Nature, 

A French dramatic critic, with some 
show of medical knowledge, represents 
that nearly all actors and actresses out- 
rageously violate nature in their imita- 
tions of death, He cites in corroboration 
of his charge, the customary theatrical 
death of Camille, in the younger Duma’s 
favorite emotional play of that title. 

According to the author, his heroine is 
affected with pulmonary consumptiofi, 
and an incidental attack of hemorrhage of 
the lungs extinguishes her life. There is 
absolutely nothing dramatic to"be made 
out of this mode of dying; if fidelity to 
fact be obeyed. The gushing of a stream 
of blood from the mouth would be realistic, 
but the imitation of such a phenomenon is 
never made by actors, male or female, nor 
any discreet manager tolerate such a piece 
of stage business. Again, the over- 
whelming suffocation which prodnces the 
rapid death in Camille's case is never 
accompanied by conyulsions, such as her 
dying representatives on the stage almost 
always assume. In natural death from 
thiscause the sufferer simply collapses 
from failure of the vital powers. 

Theatrical poisoning scenes are also us 
ually untrue to nature. It is popularly 
believed that when a fatal dose of laudan- 
um ormorphine is swallowed the victim 
immediately sinks into a death-like sleep, 
4s 18 commonly seen on the stage, where- 
as the first effect of this poison taken in 
like quantity iy invariably to excite and 
enliven, 

Nor is the mode of dying after the hack 
neyed cardiac stagesitab in conformity 
with the laws of nature. The actor sim- 
ply falls at full length, or in a heap, 
whereas the every-day member of society 
Gives aspring when the heart is struck 
before entering eternity by this unhappy 
gate, ven the modern Othello has not 
inherited enough of Shakespeare's won 
derful fidelity to truth to die naturally 
after a stab through the heart.—Cincinnatl 
Enquirer,

THE WAS CONSUMED WITH 


FINE BUILDINGS, 

Toronto, Jan, 6.—The most diaastrous 
fire in the history of Toronto ocenrerd Sun 
day morning Jan, Gch, The total loves will 
resoh pearly one million dollars, 

The fire originated in the basement of the 
Globe building, at the corner of Young and 
Melinda streets, and spread west and north, 
One fireman was killed and five others were 
injured by falliog walls. “wo of them will 
probably die. Mobert Bowery, aged twenty- 
toar years, 264 Parliament street, a tiremau 
at Lombard street fire hall. died at the 
general hospital at 3:40 o'clock, Chief 
Ardagh hada gash in his forehead and in- 
juries to back ; Charles Smedley, 98 Nassau 
street, fireman at College street fire hall, 
serious internal injuries, may die ; Francis 
Forsythe, 302 Richmond street west, fire- 
man, Queen street fire hall, badly cut about 
head and internal injuries; Robert Foster, 
12 Salisbury avenue, fireman, Lombard 
street fire hall, left leg broken, left arm in- 
jured and serious internal injuries , James 
Davidson, fireman, Portland street fire hall, 
injured ; Harry Saunders, Portland street 
hooks, leg broken and foot badly crushed. 

The dre alarm waa turned in at 2:48 
o'clock, the central section of the brigade 
responding, but when they reached the 
acene the flames were already burning 
through every window in the Globe, and 
was mounting heavenward with en angry 
roar. A genoral alarm atonce was sounded, 
and soonevery section of the brigade was 

at work, 

While busily engaged the firemen were 
startled by a resounding crash that awaken- 
ed many citizens from their siumbers, 
blocks away. ‘The north wall of the build- 
ing fell wut into Melinda street, burying two 
of the firemen, Robert Bowery and Robert 
Foster, in its fall. These two stood on the 
south side of a truck waggon, and was 
caught directly beneath the heaviest por- 
tion of the falling debris. Five of the for- 
tunate companions, standing on the north 
side of the wagyon, escaped injary, These 
quickly extricated Bowery and Foster, who 
were removed to the hospital in the waiting 
ambulances, 

In the meantime fanned by the stiff south 
west wind, the flames extended across 
Melinda street, and fastening beneath the 
eaves of Harry Webb's restaurant, rapidly 
worked their way to the heart of the build- 
ing, the firemen being unable to senda 
stream to any greater height than the fourth 
story. Nicholas Rooney's dry goods house, 
adjoining the Globe tothe south, quickly 
fell a prey tothe flames, and was a com- 
plete ruin in less than an hour from the tim 
the alarm was sounded. G 

From the west end of the G/obe building 
the fire was communicated across Jordan 
street to the large new buildiag of S, F, Mc- 
Kinoon & Co. on the south-east corner of 
Jordanand Melinda streets. Krom the top 
story of this building the flames spread 
downward through ita seven stories, work- 
ing complete ruin as it went The building 
was almost destroyed before the walls show- 
ed any signs of falling, and it was the hope 
of the firemen the substantial walle would 
enable them to keep the blaze within their 
boundries, and thus prevent its westward 
spread, Millions of sparke were carried to 
the west end and fell on the roofs of houses 
a mile distant, but the four inches of snow 
which mantled the city extinguished them 
before they could work any injury, 

To the south of the *@lode” in Jordan 
street were buildings occupied by Brough 
& Caswell, printers; Reuben Sadler & 
Haworth, leather belting, and Miller & 
Richard, typefoundere, Buildings occupied 
by the first two mentioned firms were totally 
destroyed, while the premises of Miller & 
Richard were badly gutted before the pro- 
grese of the flames were stayed in this 
direction, 

Mr. Willison says that os far as he could 
learn the night watchman had gone through 
the building and was in the basement when, 
on opening the boiler room door, the flames 
burst out on him. He immediately gave 
the slarm. The fire epread with amazing 
rapidity throughout the building. The 
Globe bad two Bullock perfeotivg presses io 
the pressroom, eight Mergenthaler type- 
setting machines, weighing between 2,500 
and 3,000} poundea each, besides other 
machinary. All the fyles of the Globe are 
burned, in fact nothing has been left, All 
was burned completely, including the records 
of the office, 

Robert Juffeay, president of the Globe 
company, says the Globe had invested nearly 
$90,000 in the building and had over $56,- 
000 in plant. 

The Globe opened a temporary office at 
No. 10. King street west. All of its contem- 
poraries offered the use of their respective 
plants to the Globe. It accepted that of the 
Empire. 

The following properties were destroyed 
Globe building, loss on building, $90,000, on 
plant, $50,000 ; Nicholas Rooney, dry-goods, 
building loss, $20,000, stock, $20,000; 
Harry Webb, restaurant, building, $20,000, 
stock, $50,000 ; McKinnon & Co., dry-good, 
building, $70,000, stock. $100,000; Toronto 
lithographing Co, which occupied part of 
Globe building lose everything, but loss not 
yet estimated. The following properties 
are more or less destroyed, but Joss not yet 
estimsted ; Michie & Co., groceries ; Brough 
& Cuoowell, printers; Haworth & Co., 
leather belting ; Miller & Richards, printers’ 
supplice, The total loss will probably reach 
Ip the neighborhood of one million dollars,

| in my earlier housekeeping days I had 
considerable experience in maintaining 
a miniature conservatory in &% room s0 
cold that water would freeze there every 
soveré night; and I found it possible to 
grow plants to perfection in just such 
windows, if the two following rules 
were observed 

1. The windows must bo protected 
from all draughts of the cold outside 
air, that are so quick to find their way 
through every crack and cranny. Not 
only does an astonishing amount of frost 
creep in at these tiny openings, but the 
draught created makes the chill atmos- 
phere act more quickly on the tender 
leaves and buds of house plants. Un 
tho door is air tight—and it rarely is— 
the carpet or oilcloth under the plant 
stand should be turned back, and alayer 
of newspapers, six or eight deep, placed 
beneath. ‘he carpet when replaced 
‘will be as smooth as ever, if the papers 
have been spread evenly, Next the 
windowsash and woodwork need atten- 
tion. Apertures of any considerable 
size can be stopped either by the patent 
rubber weather strips, or by common 
newspapers pressed into longitudinal 
folds the width of a knife blade, and 
made thick enough to fit snugly into the 
space. Very small cracks and chinks 
are best managed by pasting strips of 
thick paper over them. The plants in a 
snug, draughtless window will stand 
several degrees more cold Without in- 
jury than those in windows with loose 
sash and woodwork, 

2, In severe weather cover plants at 
night. To do this, take down all the 
pots from window shelves and brackets, 
and make room for them on tho plant 
stand, which, if on casters, can be 
pulled ont a little from the window. 
With a little experience one becomes as 
expert at packing as the typical Method- 
ist minister's wife is supposed to be, and 
can bunch together n great number of 
plants on asingle small stand. Always 
remember to place the flowers most 
susceptible to cold on the top round,and 
the bushiest specimens at the corners of 
the stand. Always use newspapers for 
the first conrse of covering, and the 
larger and broader the papers the better. 
Paper is more impervious to the air 


than cloth, andif properly distributed 
will scarcely bend w leaf of the plants 
beneath them. The same papers can be 
used again and again, and excent in the 
coldest weather sare all the protection 
needed. In exceedingly low tempera- 
ture sheets or blankets should be pinned 
around the stand, first making sure 
that the inner covering of newspapers 
isunusually thick so that the plants 
willnot be crushed by the weight of 
the blankets. Do not uncover in the 
morning until the room has become 
genially warm, 

Ihave carried coleus, heliotrope, be- 
gonias, and other plants as tender ag 
these safely through the hardest winters. 
One is well repaid for the trouble by 
possession of bud and bloom that make 
summer-like the dreariest winter.—Lora 
5. La Mance, in Buffalo Express. 


Household Notes, 

Rubspoons with salt to remove ogg 
stains. 

Pails and tubs saturated with glycer-

This has 
much the effect of a valance when well 
overlaid. 

A rug made of old ingrain carpet, cut 
bias and sewed on to ticking or denim 
with carpet thread, is said to last ten 
years and grow softer and prettier every 
year. The preferred width of the bias 
Strips is one inch, and they should be 
sewed—by the middle—on the founda- 
tion, at spaces a quarter of an inch 
apart, 

For a dry shampoo the hair should be 
loosened, theneyery inch of the scalp 
should be gently rubbed until all the 
dust and dandruff are loosened, ‘The 
hair should be parted in different parts 
of the head and brushed with a yery 
stiff little brush until the scalp is clean, 
and the hair also, Then it should be 
rubbed with alcohol or some hair tonic 
and the snarls gently combed and brush- 
ed out, 

For shampooing get five cents’ worth 
of powdered Castile soap, the same 
quantity of borax; add tothem a table- 
spoonful of alcohol, the beaten yolk of 
anegganda pint of hot water, Put 
this in a bottle and cork. There is suf- 
ficient for three or four shampoos, as it 
only takes a small quantity applied to 
the scalp to cause a good lather, which 
must, however, be fully rinsed ont 
with several basins of warm water.

ROOTS. 


Their Feeding Value Discussed in a Prat- 
tical Way. 

There are many substances whieh if 
chemical analysis be taken as the sole 
guide for feeding value, would appear 
to be real rations, yet it is sometimes 
found that either the animals will re- 
fuse to eat them altogether, or fail to do 
well when restricted to them. It is im- 
portant then that foods should be appe- 
tizing, that they should be relished by 
the stock. Again one cannot consist- 
ently advise the use of articles of food, 
at least to any considerable extent, un- 
less it can be profitably produced or 
purchased at acomparatiyely reasonable 
figure in the markets. 

The chemical analysis of roots has 
proven satisfactory, they are relished by 
stock, they can be profitably grown, and 
when fed ont to farm animals experi- 
ence has shown that the results obtained 
have come up to all reasonable expecta- 
tions. I find them valuable as a food 
for all farm stock. Horses soon learn 
to like them and it has been a custom 
with me to feed about two good sized 
young roots toa horse everyday. Allthe 
cattle getrutabagas, seldom more than 
sixty pounds of cut roots a day, depend- 
ing an the age and ‘size of the animal. 
T aim to feed the cows what sugar beets 
they will eat up clean. The brood sows 
get a few roots every day and seem to 
eat and relish them as well as grain. 
Poultry are fond of a light feed of finely 
chopped beets at frequent intervals, 

While I adyocate the feeding of roots 
to all farm animals, where succulent 
food in some other form is not avail- 
able, yet I believe that roots are pre- 
eminently a most valuable and an 
economic food for sheep. At the Michi- 
gan experiment station, in an experi- 
ment conducted to ascertain the rela- 
tive value of ensilage and roots for fat- 
tening lambs, the roots gave much the 
most marked results.. Not only this 
but the economic value of roots as a 
factor in the ration of fattening lambs 
was conclusively proven. It is very 
expensive to construct a silo and get 
suitable machinery, while in raising 
and feeding roots no great initial outlay 
is occasioned and the roots furnish 
yaluable succulent food.—American 
Agriculturist. 


Care of House Palms, 
A New York woman who has kept 
her bay window filled with the same 
palms for 15 years, tell the Evening Sun 
that their long life is only a matter of 
proper care, She has the advantage of 
electrical light and steam heat, making 
a better atmosphere for palms than do 
gas and the furnace, but beyond this it 
is necessary to keep them moist at the 
root and out ofthecold mr. Twice a 
eek sho fills the top of each pot with 
water; once a fortnight, with a flower- 
sprayer, she cleans the leaves, which 
must drip dry. When housed for the 
winter, near the window for sunlight to 
reach them, she neyer allows a draft to 
blow on the palms, and except on the 
balmiest days, no window is opened to 
dust until they are removed to a place 
of safety. If in spite of this care they 
droop, the florist is sent for, and if he 
finds moisture and drainage good, he 
will look for worms, which are a palm’s 
greatest enemies, but can be cut ont 
without great detriment to the plant. 
Clean water, an even, warm tempera- 
ture and sunlight will suffice for health 
of any house palm, 


A Word to Boginners, 

Those who begin farming find so 
many new expenses that they are al- 
ways cramped for money, It is here 
that many make their greatest mistake. 
It costs too much to buy the best stock, 
so they begin with that which is not so 
good, because it can be bought with 
less money. Sometimes the stock is so 
poor that it subjects them to loss from 
the start. In that caso it takes all they 
can make by cropping to offset losses on 
stock. Most of the profit that farmers 
can now make must be from tho in- 
crease in value of their farm stock, If 
they begin with the best, but fow in 
number, they can make this increaso 
faster than is possible in any other way.

He says: First 
with a screwdriver or cold chisel we go 
around to each hive, puff a little smoke 
in at tho ontrance and pry the body

be necessary to uso a little smoke to 
make tho bees behave. The bottom 
“boards all loosened, with an assistant 
and a couplo of hive carriers we proceed 
to carry the bees into the cellar. 
__Itis to bo observed that our hive car- 
_ giers aro simply a couple of lengths of 
wire bent in the shape of a letter V, an 
ordinary wooden pail handle being slip- 
_ ped through to the middle of the wire. 
‘Both ends are bent down in the shape 
shown in the cut in the enlarged view. 
‘The endsare then bent in the form of a 
hook so as to catch on the bottom board. 
Now, then, to pick up the hives and 
carry them into the cellar we lift the 
front end of the bottom board up a lit 
tle and slip the hooks of the hive car- 
‘rier under. In like manner we catch 
the rear end of the bottom board, when 
the hive is picked up as shown in the 
cut, bottom board and all. Wo then 
proceed to the cellar anid deposit the 
hive near the place where it is supposed 
to stay through the winter. Along on 
two sides of the cellar we have previous- 
ly laid scantling, say, 14 or 15 inches 
apart, depending of course upon the 
length of the hive. We then pick the

Now the Quoon's Residence Is Hoated and 
Lighted—Kour Methods and Materials 
and How Thoy Are Employed—Coal by 
the Train Load. 


For lighting the castle four mothods are 
available, all of which are more or loss in 
operation, :Gas, oil, candles and tho 
electric light, while for warming and cook- 
ing, wood, coal and gas are used. During 
the residence of the court some hundreds 
of personsare in the castle, besides the 
royal family and the visitors, consequently 
the adequate provision of all these proces- 
ses {gs of a somewhat gigantic nature, 
keeping many servants constantly em- 
ployed, 

For tho general lighting and heating 
gas and coal are adopted, but this isnot so 
in the Queen’s own rooms, nor in many 
other of the royal apartments. In the 
matter of fires for her own rooms the 
Queen strictly banishes coal. Sho has a 
confirmed preference for wood only. Spe 
cial supplies of wood have to be obtained 
for this purpose from the thickly timbered 
hills a few miles up the river, above Wind- 
sor, Where a number of workmen are re- 

gularly employed on this task. ‘The tim- 
ber, when felled and roughly trimmed on 
the spot, is brought down to a wharf on 
| the river side, where it is dressed and cut 
upinto blocks of fixed sizes. It is then 
stacked to get seasoned, and, as required 
| supplies are brought down to the castle 
| for consumption in the Queen’s rooms. 

Gas and oil are excluded from her Ma- 
jesty’s apartments. Her light is provided 
by means of wax candles, all of one special 
pattern, their daily removal being the 
duty of a special official. In some of the 
other apartments gas is utilized, and in 
other parts oil lamps are burned, gas sup- 
plying the quarters of the staff generally. 
Moreover, although the Queen bars all but 
candles for her own private use, she has 
permitted the introduction of an electric 
light plant. Thisis placed underneath the 
north terrace, and istin charge o1 & special 
engineer, under the general supervision of 
a prominent electrician. This plant has 
never been largely used, but the light bas 
been led into and applied to the main cor- 
ridors, to one or two of the royal apart: 

ments ahd to the library. A year or 50 
jago the original plant was replaced by 
newer and more powerful machinery, 
which would probably suffice to light the 
whole of the castle if the Queen so willed, 
but this has not yet occurred, nor is she 
likely to sanction it. Electric bells and 
telephones abound throughout the castle, 
but electric light is allowed very limited 
play. | 

The coal required for Windsor Castle 
chiefly comes from certain collieries in 
North Wales, brought in train loads of 
perhaps 500 tons ata time. Brom thie sta- 
tion it is carried to the castle, in various

Tho reason for this manner of piling 
up the hives is convenience in the first 
Place, and in the second place to give 
ample ventilation. You will now see an 
additional reason for leaving tho cover

Store Crops In Good Condition. 

The loss of fruits and vegetables in 
storage is of not infrequent occurrence, 
To lose one’s supply of potatoes or ap- 
ples is a serious matter.

Lifts are almost unknown in the castle, 
consequently the coal has to be hoisted 
from the cavernous cellars and carried 
hither and thither by coal porters. The 
replenishing of the fires is carried out upon 
a most careful and eflicient plan, footmen 
and other higher servants receiving the 
coal from the porters and passing it on to 
the royal apartments at intervals through- 
out the day. . 

Each official connected with heatingand 
lighting the castle has his allotted duties 
and recognized position, and thus the resi- 
dence of the highest lady in the land is 
lighted and warmed in efficient manner 
by many and ‘yarious processes.—London 
News.

Froma farmer's standpoint there 
is nosuch thing asa best breed, for when |

count as well as utility, or rather in 
preference to utility, all breeds have spe- 
cial traits which will endear them to fan- 


ciers. 
Looking at poultry from the stand- 


point of a market poultryman, the ques- 
tion assumes an entirely different aspect. 
Whether eggs or meat are wanted as a 
specialty the size of the fowls and the 
proportion of meat to offal must always 
be considered, as sooner or later the lay- 
ing stock must be disposed of on account 
of age, and then the advantage of weight 
is felt. In this connection a correspond- 
entof The Fanciers’ Journal thus sums 
up the matter. He says: 

Take Leghorns, for instance—verita- 


ble egg producing machines. They will 
certainly prove remunerative for atime, 
but when itis found necessary to renew 
a yardon accountof age 100 Leghorns 
will not average over four pounds apiece, 
while Minoreas, just as good layers, will 
average six pounds, and Light Brahmas 
from eight to nine pounds. Again, the 
rearing of 100 pullets will entail also the 
rearing of about 100 cockerels, which 


must be disposed of as market fowls, 
and then every additional pound in 


‘weight means the price of one dozen 


eggs. From the aboyeit should be easily 
seen that Leghorns are not the best fowls 
for market poultrymen. A larger breed 
is needed, even if the egg production is 
to be reduced. 

Light Brahmas area good breed, the 
main objection tothem being their slow- 
ness to put on flesh as chickens, making 
them in consequence undesirable us 
broilers. Minorcas make a splendid all 
purpose fowl, but again in their case 
something is wrong. As chickens they 
are not sufficiently hardy to make them 
as profitable as they should be, and as 
fowls they suffer greatly from seyere 
winters, which causes their production 
of eggs to be seriously affected. Lang- 
shans are good layers, have size in their 
favor, and they are hardy, but they have 
the Asiatic trait of maturing slowly, 
which detracts somewhat from their 
value, 3 

The pure breeds at present rightfully 
laying claim to the title of all purpose 
fowls are the Wyandottes and the Plym- 
outh Rocks, with the scales tipping in 
favor of the last, owing to their greater 
average weight and a slight superiority 
in number of eggs per year. They are 
both hardy, mature quickly and when 
full grown and ovyera year old are easily 
fattened. While they would seem to fill 
the bill they are not perfect. If keptin 
their purity, they are liable to suffer 


from the effects of inbreeding and to lose |) 


much of their vitality and power of 
healthy and vigorous reproduction. 

If all breeds offer objections, what 
then is the market poultryman to do? 

He will begin by carefully selecting 
for his breeding pens healthy, vigorous 
pullets of some large breed in order to 
obtain the required size, Light Brahmas 
preferred, and mate them to Leghorn 
cocks likewise healthy, in order thereby

to graft a great power of egg production 
on an abundance of flesh—adding by the 
Same means quick development and early 
maturity. The best breed for the mar- 
ket poultryman, then, is the breed which 
he will himself create in the shape of a 
perpetually renewed cross, and a rich yi- 
tality will be maintained on a par with 
size and egg production, 


Geo Stings and Rhoumatism. 

The Malta Standard states that the 
theory that the virus of the bee sting is 
an infallible remedy for acute rheuma- 
tism has received most unquestionable 
confirmation from the practices of the 
country people in Malta, Boes are said 
to be plentiful in the island, and the vir- 
tue of the sting asa cure for rhouma- 
tism has been lomy established. It is, in 
fact, said to have been a common prac- 
tice for generations past to resort to this 
remedy in all severe cases, the resulte 
being most favorable, 
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An Iinprove an That May Be Adopted 
With Small Expense, 

Throwing the bundles upon the ground 
for the cattle to trample under foot 
while the feeder is descending tho steps 
or coming around the back way is the 
ordinary method of feeding fodder from 
the two story or the “bank” barn. Those 
who have been pursuing this plan will 
greatly appreciate the improvement rep- 
resented in the following cut, which was 
originally drawn for The Rural New 
fc ne and thus described in that jour- 
nal: 

The cost of this arrangement is com- 
paratively small and within the reach 
ofall. A platform 12 to 14 feet long 
and as wide as the small double doors 
—T feet or more—is hung to the rear 
of the barn. Out upon this the fodder 
is carried and dropped into a feeding 
rack placed on the ground just below. 
The side beams of this hanging platform 
are made of light wood, pine or poplar, 
8 inches by 8 inches, connected below by 
four crosspieces of stonter material, 3 
inches by 4 inches, all firmly bolted to- 
gether. Boards nailed down upon these 
crosspieces form the floor. A bolt hav- 
ing a hook above is inserted near tho 
outer end of each side beam of the plat-

form, and in each doorpost, about four 
feet from the floor, a similar hooked 
bolt is placed, upon which are hung the 
brace rods, made of five-eighths inch 
round iron furnished witha ring at each 
end, 

Through the sill, just back of each 
door post, two half inch holes are bored 
and an iron loop (C) inserted, having an 
inside measure slightly greater than 3 
inches in width and extending half a 
foot or more below the surface, These 
receive and hold the beams at the back 
end of the platform. To prevent strain- 
ing these loops by any horizontal thrust 
a board (B) is placed just behind them, 
against which the ends of the beams 
\may rest. This board is supported by 
others (AA) nailed against the sleepers in 
the position shown in the drawing. 
When the season’s feeding is done, the 
platform is taken down and stowed 
away until again needed. The feed rack 
is placed just below the outer end of the 
platform and parallel with the barn. In 


this position it may be 16 feet long and 


yet easily reached from the platform. 
Ordinary fenving boards and scantling 
are used in its construction, 


Carbon Bisulphide Fer Hen Lico. 

A new use for the bisulphide of carbon 
has been pointed out by Dr. Schneider 
in the Journal de l’Agriculture. 
Schneider recommends tying a few 
small bottles of bisulphide of carbon to 
the perches in the henhouse, the bottles 
being unstoppered and the liquid allowed 
to evaporate. The hens roost over the 
bottles, and the vapor of the bisulphide 
kills the lice, The recommendation is 
founded upon careful experiment, as the 
following extract will show: 

“The very next day after using it I 
was agreeably surprised to find that the 
enemy had left, leaving none but dead 
and dying behind, and on the following 
day not a single living insect was to be 
found, while my birds were sitting 
quietly on the roosts enjoying an un- 
wontedly peaceful repose. This lasted 
for 12 days, till the sulphide had evap- 
orated. Twenty-four hours later a fresh 
invasion of lice had put in anappearance 
under the wings of the birds in the warm- 
est portions of the house, where there 
wero no currents of air. I replenished 
the supply of sulphide and thenext morn- 
ing only a few of these were remaining. 

“The next morning eyery trace of ver- 
min had disappeared. Since that time 
I pave personally made a great number 
of further trials with the sulphide with 
immediate and absolute success. Ishould 
recommend the sulphide of carbon to be 
put in small medicine vials hung about 
the pigeon house or poultry roost. When 
it has about three parts evaporated, the 
remainder will haye acquired a yellow- 
ish tinge and no longer acts so complete- 
ly as before, butif it beshaken up afresh 
it will suflice to keep the enemy at a 
distance,” 


Keoping Onions In a Cold Climate, 

A Wisconsin correspondent of Ohio 
Farmer describes a plan of wintering 
onions which ho considers perfect. Hoe 
says: 

We select apiece of dry ground and 
dig atrench from four to six feet wide 
and long enough to hold all that we have 
to put in it. Weputthem about six 
inches deep in the pit. They are put 
upon the ground, but about two inches 
of straw over them and then afew inches 
ofearth on tho straw. We wish them 
to get frozen as soon as possible after 
they are putin the pit. After we are 
certain that they areall forozen we haul 
some manuro and cover them, perhaps 
afoot deeper than at first, There aro 
two reasons for this. Ono is that if they 
are allowed to thaw during the winter 
they will rot and the entire lot be lost. 
Upon the other hand, if they get frozen 
too hard, they will cither rot when they 
thaw out or else be dead and worthless 
for sets, 

In the spring, after the frost is all out 
of them, we take them out of the pitand

FRUIT- 


Tho Family Doctor Tells of Its Healthful- 
ness as a Food. 

If English people would only realize the 
immense importance and value of fruit as 
4n article of diet in the early morning, we 
should find its appearance far more gen- 
eral on the ordinary breakfast table. Of 
its healthfulness at this period of the day 
there can be no question whatever, and 
more fruit and less animal food would un- 
doubtedly conduce to a much healthier 
condition of body. Inthe morning there 
is an acid state of the secretions, and noth- 
ing is so well calculated to correct this as 
cooling, subacid fruits, such as peaches, 
apples and pears. The apple is one of the 
best of fruits; oranges also are generally 
acceptable to most people; but the juice 
alone should be taken and not the pulp, 
and the same may be said of lemons and 
pomegranates, Tomatoes act on the liver 
and bowels, and blackberries, figs, rasp- 
berries, currants and strawberries may be 
classed among the best foods and medi- 
cines. The sugar in them is nutritious, 
the acid is cooling and purifying and the 
seeds are laxative. 

Fruits are the natural correctives for 
disordered digestion, but the way in 
which many persons eat them converts 
theminto a curse rather than a bless- 
ing. Instead of being taken on an empty 
stomach, orin combination with simple 
grain preparations, such as bread, they 
are frequently eaten with oily foods or 
they are taken at the end of the meal, af- 
ter the stomach is already full, and per- 
haps the whole mass of food washed down 
with tea, coffee, or other liquid. Fruits 
to do their best work should be eaten 
either on an empty stomach or simply 
with bread—never with vegetables, In 
the morning, before the fast of the night 
has been broken, they are not only exceed- 
ingly refreshing, but they serve as a 
natural stimulus to the digestive organs, 
And to produce their fullest, finest effect, 
they should be ripe, sound, and of good 

quality, In our climate fresh fruit should 
constitute not the finishing, but the be- 
ginning of the meal, particularly the 
breakfast, for at least six months in the 
year. The good effects that would follow 
the abundant use of fruits are often more 
than counterbalanced by tho pernicioug 
habit of saturating them with sugar, 
Vory few fruits, if thoroughly ripe and at 
their best, require any sugar, particularly 
ifeaten in the raw state, but it unfortu- 
nately is a fact that what is intended and 
Prepared for us as a great good in the 
matter of diet should be transformed into 
exactly the roverse.—London Family 
Doctor,

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BUDDING PEACH TREES: 


Objoct Lessons in Budding Peaches by @ 
Michigan Expert. 

Tho necessary materials for budding are 
the seedling stocks, bud sticks or clos out 
from trees of improved varieties, a bud- 
ding knife, raflia (the epidermis of the 
leaves of one of the palms), and yarn, or 
the bast layer of basswood bark to bind on 
the buds, If but little budding is to be 
done, a sharp pocket knife will serve the 
purpose of a budding knife very well. 
Usually a number of seedling atooks como 
up by chance about every farm home, bat 
should a largo number ke desired it is well 
to secure pits taken from seedlings of 
natoral fruits, The pits should be first 
subjected to the action of frost in order to 
seoure prompt germination. This process 
is known among nursery growers as 
“atratifying the seed.” Tho seed is fre- 
quently planted in the spring before it 

sprouts, by scattering the pits and cover- 
ing them with light soil to a depth of 
about two inches, following with the roller 
or other tool to firm the soil. The young 
stocks should be cultivated often to secure 
an even and vigorous growth; especi- 
ally is this necessary in dry seasons. 
These seedling stocks often get a half inch 
in diameter by September of the first sea- 
son, and are then of a good size for bud- 
ding. ‘Budding should, as a rule, be dono 
two weeks before the growth stops; a 
fayorablo time is during the latter part of 
August and the first half of Septomber, 
Good results have, however, been obtain- 
ed by budding as late as October. Buds 
from bearing trees are most reliable, yet 
buds taken from younger trees are pre- 
ferable, being more easily obtained and 
more reliable, The buds from near tho 
upper or lower end of the cion should not 
be used. Caro should bo taken to select 
only healthy, plump, and well-ripened 
buds. ‘The leaves should be promptly re- 
moved from the cions as soon as cut leay-

ing only about one quarter of the leaf-stem 
as a convenient handle to use in inserting 
the buds, 

A T-shaped out is made in the bark of 
the seedling stock, about three or four in- 
ches from the ground, taking care not to 
injure the bark more than is absolutely 
necessary. Workers differ as to their 
method of making this cut, but it is of 
little consequence whether the horizontal 
cnt is first made or the vertical one. In 
either case the insertion should be mado so 
as to loosen the edges of the bark in order 
to easily slip in the freshly cut bud. 
In cutting the bud take the bud 
stick in the left hand, resting 
it on the forefinger, with the 
upper end toward the body. The knife 
should be inserted a half-inch, or a little 
less, below the bud, and acut is then made 
under the bud and deep enough to take off 
with the bud a thin shaving of wood, ex- 
tending about a half inch above the bud. 
The knife is then taken out, and the bud 
severed from the cion by a straight, hori- 
zontal cut. Budders are about equally 
divided as regards the question of remoy- 
ing the wood from the bud. The bud ie 
now ready to be placed in the seedling. 
Take the leaf stalk—left on the bud for 
this purpose—between the thumb and 
forefinger of the right hand and insert ii 
in the cut in the bark of the stock, push- 
ing it down until the upper edge of the 
bud is slightly below the horizontal cut of 
the stock. The stock should now be 
wrapped snugly with raffis, two to four 
times around the stock below the bud, and 
about three times above it. Unless this is 
thoroughly done the air is not excluded 
and the buds dry out so that union with 
the stock cannot take place, After two or 
three weeks the bands should be cut on all 
stocks where the buds have taken. ‘This 
is generally all the precaution necessary 
to observe the first year. In tho spring 
the stocks should be cut back with a slant- 
ing cut, of about a slope of forty-five 
degrees, and commencing from the oppo 
site side from the bud, and about half an 
inch above it. This completes the opera 
tion, except that all suckers which start 
up from the stub should be remove 
Herbert W. Mumford, in American Agri- 
culturist. 


Correct Tree Planting. 

As long as planters, in procuring 
trees, give more attention to large nize 
than to good, evenly expanding roots, they 
will be likely to see trees in their new 
orchards that are distorted out of shape, 
bent by the wind or twisted by insufficient 
support. ‘Uhe rule should be adhered to of 
giving the roots sufficient length to sup- 
port the trees when strong winds strike 
them. A well removed tree should have 
enough strong and bracing roots to need 
no extraneous bracing. A treo of straight 
growth will be worth more if held firmly 
by its long roots than if supported by arti- 
ficial propping. ‘Those who set their trees 
some months ago with insufficient roots, 
may now improve matters by light, skill. 
ful pruning, bringing the tree gradually 
into its natural straightness,

Sugar Syrup as Food for Bees. 

Thaye tried many different recipes for 
making bee feed without any -of them 
proving very satisfactory, If the syrup is 
too thin it will sour and if too thigk it will 
granulate. The principal trouble I had 
with it was that it would get so hard in 
the cells that even a robber bee\could not 
eat it, A beekeeper who has had twenty 
years of experience in making syrup for 
soda fountnins, eto., and had encountered 
the same difficulties, recently made public 
the process he now uses. He says: *‘Many 
years ago we commerced the cold-water 
process, and since then we make a uni- 
form quality of syrup that will keep— 
probably indefinitely—withont .sonring or 
erystallizing. 

“Our plan is to takea ten gallon keg (a 
barrel could be used if necessary), knock 
out the head and with it make a false Lot 
tom that will fit inside the keg. Bore the 
false bottom full of small holes and put in 
pegs to hold it up about six iliches from the 
bottom of the keg. Then take about threa 
or four thicknesses of white flannel and 
put it over the false bottom, stuffing it 
around the edges, Put in granulated sugar 
until about half full, pour in cold water, 
set the keg in the celiur and let the mixture 
percolate throngh the flannel. 

‘‘When the chamber below the false 
bottom is full draw the liquid off through 
the faucet and pour back. After the first 
draught the syrup is fit for the bees. All 
you have to do then is to draw off the 
syrup and add more sugar and water. We 
have always fed our bees with this when 
they needed winter feeding. With a barrel, 
a large quantity ean be made in a short 
time.” 

The recipe given above has been copied 
by all the bee periodicals, and tried by 
many veterans, who pronounce it a suc- 
cess. In this way a find syrup can be 
made for the table which wil not annoy 
the housekeeper by granulating in the 
pitcher. —Mrs. L. Harrison, in Orange 
Judd Farmer. 


Kuiso Your Own Fish, 

Every farmer should raise his own fish 
as well as his cattle, There is no reason 
in the world why every farmer should not 
have a big fish pond. Yell that to your 
people, try to impress upon them that they 
can raise their own fish, and raise tbom at 
atremendons profit for the surrounding 
market, Now the fish department, of 
course, does the same for fisheries and for 
everything connected with fish, that the 
agricultural department does for the rais- 
ing of wheat and live stock, It tells the 
people as wollas the country, what kind 
of fish can be best raised in certain sec- 
tions and in certain watera and how they 
can be most profitably raised, It furnishes 
young fish and sends its exports out to in- 
struct people in their growth. Fish rais- 
ing, a8 the fish department teaches it, is 
immensely profitable as an industry, But, 
find out for yourself. 


The Weight of Hay. 

Compact timothy hay requires about 500 
oubie feet to weigh a ton, but the quantity 
will vary with the pressure caused by the 
height of the mow, and with the age of the 
grasa when cut, ripe and stiff grasa yield 
ing leas under and requiring 
moro in bulk to weigh a ton, Stiff coarse 
hay will be found to weigh less than fine 
and flexible hay, which will pack solid. 
The amount stated ia a fair average for 
well-sottled hay. If farmers, who fro- 
quently soll hay, or others who purchaso 
it, would frequently test the quantity by 
measuring as above, they would learn to 
inake estimates with the hay before them 
with considerable accuracy, aa

NO CAUSE TO REPENT. 


“SOME FOOLISH SHEEP MEN WHO 
THOUGHT THEY HAD 


An Intensely Sensible Article on the 


Sheop Fold and Its Value—An Animal 
That Pays as a Scavonger—Money For 
the Farmer. 


A great many men are repenting that 
they ever went into sheep raising and 
are trying to get rid of them. Jt is the 
last thing on earth they should repent 
of. One of the wisest things a farmer 
can dois to buy eight or ten of some 
mnutton breed of sheep and determine 
that hereafter his family shall haye 

‘first-class mutton whenever they want 
it. If half the farmers in every state in 
the union would each buy ten or twelve 
mutton sheep and mate them witha 
buck of any of the mutton breeds, wher- 
ever they can buy the most convenient- 
ly, and grow the lambs for meat for the 
family, they would do the mutton inter- 
est the best turn that could be done 
to it just now, and would do one 
of the best things they could pos- 
sibly do for the family. With the 
exception of two or three of the hot- 
test months in the year any good-sized 
_ family or healthy boys and girls can get 
away with a lamb at any time. It re- 
quires a little experience to know just 
how to dress it, but it is an experience 
than any farmer can easily acquire. 
The pelts properly tanned would come 
handy in a good many ways, and there 
is not a farmer in the country who 
would miss what asmall flock of sheep 
of this kind would consume. The fact 
is that they would save in the way of 
cleaning up a farm more than they 
would use. This seems to us to be the 
true solution of the mutton problem 
just now. It would not only provide 
meat for the family, but would give the 
farmer experience in handling mutton 
sheep, and when the tide turns, as it 
will, no matter what congress may do, 
he would be ready to take advantage ot 
the advance which must certainly come 
and put money in his pocket.—National 
Stockman and Farmer. 


Winter Dairying. 

Most farmers who haye tried winter 
dafrying find that they can get more 
money either from selling milk or but- 
ter from cows that calye in September 
or October than from those that calve 
in spring. The summer prices of all 
dairy products are much, lower than 
-they are in winter. Milk must be 
freshly produced every day. It is 
equally true of butter that what is well 
made in winter brings better prices than 
what is kept over from summer. It is 
not a difficult matter with ensilage and 
grain feeding to make yellow butter in 
winter as good in quality as that made 
from cows at pasture. The white, poor 
butter made in winter comes from feed- 
ing the cows on hay mixed with weeds, 
which injure its flayor. There must 
also be cows enough so as to require 
frequent churning. Where milk from 
one cow only is used the cream has to 
stand too long before being churned, and 
good butter is impossible from cream 
thus kept.—American Cultivator. 

The Separator Creamery. | 

We favor cooling the cream to a low 
‘temperature immediately after separa- 

tion and ripening it in a few hours, us- 
ing starter when the season and condi- 
tion of the milk require it, for the fol- 
towing reasons: 

1, The solids in cream other than fat 
are subject to rapid decomposition, 

2, This decomposition is not favorable 
to the keeping quality of whatever it 
affects, 

8. Butter always contains a propor- 
tion of solid matter that is not fat and 
the less this has advanced towards de- 
composition the better the flavor of the 
butter and the longer will this flavor be 
cetained, 

4, This decomposition in cream is very 
rapid at a’high temperature, while at o 
low temperature it is retarded. —Ontario 
Dairy School. 


The Brewers’ Fat Horses, 
Among the many horses in Toronto 
nosed for drawing brewery wagons, one 
aever sees a thin or bony animal. They 
are all big, round, sleek looking fellows, 
apparently capable of drawing twice 
the amount of beer they do. The 
reason for it is simple. ‘These horses 
are fed very largely on what is known 
as ‘brewers grain,” the residue of the 
brewing process, a nourishing but un- 
saleable product of the brewery. When 
tho labor of beer-making is ended gal 
tons of these grains in liqnid form aro 
poured into closed wagons and carried 
to the stables, where they are fed to 
the horses, They are fattening and 
give brewery cart-horses that rotundity

WITCHING FOR WATER, 


A SUGGESTED EXPLANATION OF THE 
DIVINING ROD. 


The New York Experiment Station on Ita 


Reported Virtuos—An Interesting Arti+ 


cle of a Scfentifically Farming Tarn— 


The Conclusion Reached. 


In the Practical Farmer of Philadel- 
phia, there appeared an article with the 
following title: ‘Witching for Water. 
Is there anything in it?” 

I am of opinion that thore is. 

It would appear that a belief so per- 
sistent as that in the efficacy of the 
divining rod, which has existed for cen- 
turies, andis at*the present day firmly 
held by many persons of more than or- 
dinary intelligence, which is moreover 
(unless authentic testimony be wholly 
disregarded) confirmed by practical re- 
sults so often repeated as to forbid the 
hypothesis of mere coincidence, is 


worthy of consideration, and ought not 
to be set aside as simply a delusion. 
While this belief has existed in many 
forms, and at the present is, by differ- 
ent individuals, and in different sec- 
tions, held under widely-differing modi- 
fications, there appears to be a common 
ground of agreement,~ which regarding 
may enable us to reach an’ explanation 
of the reported virtues of the divining 
rod. 

First it will be observed that the char- 
acter of the rod itself, its material sub- 
stance, its form, and the manner of 
holding it, vanes widely, some insisting 
that it must be a forked branchof hazel, 
apple or peach. Each of these has its 
earnest advocates, while the more liberal 
minded grant that a branch of any tree 
bearing stone fruit will serve the pur- 
pose; others still regard a flexible steel 
or iron rod as superior to any other. 

By some it is regarded as equally ef- 
fective for locating water or veins of 
mineral deposits, while others regarding 
it as valueless for one of these purposes, 
insist stoutly in regarding it as of ines- 
timable value for the other, and gener- 
ally we find its virtues extolled in dif- 
ferent sections forthe supposed ability 
it has to reveal that which is mainly de- 
sired by the inhabitants. 

Tam not aware that the following ox- 
planation has been urged, and yet it 
seems to me so obyious that it must 
have occurred to many who have sought 
to account for some substantial reason 
for a belief so persistently and so widely 
held. 

It is of course well known that one of 
the most common sources of the pre- 
cious and ofher mefalsis in veins tray- 
ersing the rocks, and which are often 
found charged with workable ores prob- 
ably deposited along with the other 
matters constituting the vein. It is also 
well known that generally, if not indeed 
always, these veins are not only differ- 
ent in composition from the country 
rock in which they are found, but either 
harder or softer than the adjacent rock, 
and therefore in the atmospheric action 
upon suck rocks, the weathering, as it 
is termed, results in causing an eleva- 
tion or depression along the course of 
the yein, which often is quite marked. 

It is also not uncommon for nnder- 
ground streams of water to run or pey- 
colate such veins as haye suffered from 
such weathering action, and often re- 
markable mineral changes are known to 
haye resulted in the character of the 
compounds found present in such veins, 

Any one carrying a divining rod of 
either of the many kinds recommended, 
will findit a very difficult, and practic: 
ally an impossible thing, to carry it 
over a territory such as I have 


described, without observing it now 
and then being deflected to the 
one side or another, according 


as during his advance one foot or the 
other may strike upon an elevation, or 
in a depression, 80 slight often as to haye 
quite escaped observation, and it may 
be that these perfectly natural resulta 
have so often occurred as to have estab- 
lished this belief in the virtues of the 
rod itself. 

Many years ago I meta cultivated 
and intelligent mining engineer in one 
of our western mining districts, who, 
with all his general irtelligence, was a 
firm believer in the divining rod, and 
used it also with marked success in 
pointing out new veins of ore, Aftera 
short course of observation, I became 
conyinced that in this particular case 
the above explanation was ample, and 
to my friend's surprise he found that I, 
too, possessed this power, since in my 
hands also the rod turned as readily as 
in his own and, as he declared, as truth 
fully. 

It would naturally happen that any 
local inequality on the surface would 
not likely be again struck in one’s walk 
abont, so that as a rule the existence of 
a change of level more or less continu: 
ous, such as a yein might cause, would 
soon reveal itself to one traversing it at 

s.—Peter Collier, in Country

America's Dead § 

Medical Lake, so called on account of 
the remedial virtues of its waters, situ- 
ated on the great Columbian plateau, in 
Southern Washington, at an altitude of 
2,800 feet above the level of the Pacific, 
is the Dead Sea of America, Itis about 
amile long and from a half to threo- 
fourths of a mile in width, and with a 
maximum depth of abont 60 feet. The 
composition of the waters of this Alpine 
lake is alinost identical with that of the 
Dead Sea of Palestine, and, like ita Ori- 
ental counterpart, no plant has yet been 
found growing in or nearits edges. It 
is all but devoid of animal Jife, a species 
of large “boat bug,” a queer little terra- 
pin and the famons “walking fish” 
being its only inhabitants. This walk.

How to Mond an Injured Leg. 

In these days of autumn sports, foot- 
ball particularly, there is an injury 
common to athletic girls and boys which, 
without being dangerous, is exceedingly 
painful, 

This is the dislo@ation of the kneepan, 
or patella, as the doctors call it. 

{How can an unfortunate help him. 
self?’ was the query I put to a doctor 
and I learned this: 

He must at once lie down, stiffen thé 
leg, place his fingers at the top of the 
kneepan, which moves easily under 
pressure, Push the little oap firmly 
downward, and work it sideways until 
he feels it gradually slipping into a cor- 
rect position. If his limb is bare his 
eye will guide him aiso as to its attitude, 
as its shape is strongly outlined, 

Acompanion should catch the fool 
and steadily pullit. This amateur op 
eration is painful, but infallible. Wher 
the little cap slips to its place, then twe 
aplints of wood should be placed at either 
side of the knee and a tight bandage oj 
cloth wrapped stiffly about it—a hand 
kerchief serving admirably. If it is 
necessary to walk home, the pain, as 
well as common sense, will teach him 
to throw no weight on the injured limb, 
When he gets home he should have 
strong massage and strips of adhesive 
plaster put around the knee, holding the 
tronblesome bone pan in place. No 
bathing or dressing of it is necessary. 

Tf one has access to a doctor's rooms 
or hospitals, he can study the position 
of the kneepan and will wonder why il 
is not displaced oftener, itis so loosely 
hnng. Its name defines its shapo, and 
its position as layer over the two knee 
joints is secured by means of a strong 
muscle that passes over if and to which 
the pan adheres, It is the wrenching 
away from this muscle at the lower end 
that causes the dislocation and which 
makes locomotion an almost impossible 
thing. The bandage or strips of plaster 
keeping the pan in position allows the 
muscle to grow back on the bone. 

This form of injury is common among 
athletic girls, especially those given tc 
jumping and climbing. 


How Cold Can Burn, 

In the accidents which have attended 
the manipulation of liquid air and other 
substances in his laboratory, M. Raoul 
Pictet has distinguished two degrees of 
burns from the intense cold. In the 
first the skin is reddened, turning blue 
the next day. ‘The spot doubles in area 
on the following days, there is intense 
itching and ‘five or six weeks aro usu- 
ally required for healing, In the more 
severe burns, those of the second de 
gree, the skin is rapidly detached. A 
long and stubborn suppuration sets in, 
and healing is very slow and altogether 
different from that of burns from fire, 
On one occasion M. Pictot, while suf 
fering from a burn due to a drop of 
liquid air, seriously scorched the same 
hand. ‘The scorched portion was healed 
in ten or twelve days, whe sthe cold 
burn waa still open six months after 
wards,—London Public Opinion.

If, as might easily 
be done, the teacher would put the idea 
into simple and familiar words, most 
children could grasp it, and learn to be 
their own gnides in future, and that is 
what all child teaching should tend to- 
ward, or it is teaching thrown away. 

_Children quickly appreciate high mo- 
ti To urge your boy to do right 
because it is brave to do so, or because 
itis honorable, or because it is true, is 
to speak to him in a language which he 
oan understand as well as you. And to 
know only such motives tends to make 
him the truthful, brave or honorable 
boy yon wish hiin td bo, 

_On the other hand, to habitually in- 
cite him to goodness because of the 
candy which comes to good boys or the 
punishment which awaits bad ones, is 
to create in him only the motives of greed 
and fear, These incentives are not 
only demoralizing to the character of 
the child, but the force of them is weak- 
ened as the boy grows older. 

Again, it is a mistake to appeal to the 
“outside” motives with children, such 
fs acting for the sake of appearance or 
because someone is watching: “Be a 
good child, for uncle is looking at you;” 
“Don't be rude to your sister or mis- 
behave at the table while company is 
here; “How ugly it looks for alittle 
girl to be disobedient or unkind!” “See 
how pretty it is to be amiable or gen- 
erous!” “People always admire a gen- 
tle little girl.” Such phrases surely do 
not show a child the best reasons why 
he shonid do right. Children do under- 
stand and appreciate better ones. And 
children have a right to the best. They 
have a right to as good inotives as those 
we try to live up to ourselves.—Harper’s 
Bazar, :

scantiing 12 feet long ; distribute these for 
rafters, and nail to each ond a 2x4 pine 
acantling § feot long ; place upon these 
shingling Inch or sheathing, and cover with 
shingles or other material in the ordinary 


way. For the ends : The lower end will 
require 2 scantlings § feet long and 2 up: 
rights of same scantling 2 feet long. Hinge 
this on lower inside edge of lower end of 
roof so it will turn inwards, The upper ond 
arrange the same way, only use 3 scantlings 
8 feot long and uprights of the same, only 
§ feet long, Thesides fit in with similar 
framing and so hinge that each ride will 
turn inwards oyer the ends, and board up- 
right all around, The reason for this hing- 
ing is for convenience in knocking it down, 
moving it, and setting it up again, In 
tearing it down carefully tip it over on roof, 
wrong side up, on a sled, fold down ends 
and sides, then move where desired ; put 
up again and fasten at corners with aspike 
or two, leaving the heads out so ns to draw 
out easily, and itis complete. Often it 
need not let down at all, only tipped on 
the end of'a sled as needed. Such a con- 
yenience will many times pay for itself, It 
ean be used sometimes for farm machinery 
or for storing potatoes or other roots until 
ready to pit or market, The accompanying 
illustration will give an idea of its con- 
atruction, 


For Farmers With Boys. 


Whether or not a boy can be content to 
remain with his father on the farm, depends 
greatly upon the character of che boy 
Many boys are fond of excitement, and the 
amusements which a city life affords are 
more attractive to them than what thoy 
are pleased to term the humdrum and 


drudgery of the farm. It is this mistaken 
idea of what constitutes a “thumdrum” life 
that takes so many boys to the city. To 
some minds it would seem a far more free 
and attractive occupation to plow and sow, 
ride the binder and even do the ‘‘chores,” 
than to work behind a counter day after 
day. Itis nearly always to the farmer's 
advantage to keep his boys on the farm. 
They naturally take more interest and will 
do better work than hired help. But very 
few boys are content to work at home 
without a visible compensation of some 
kind. While as said before, much depends 
upon the kind of boy, much also depends 
upon the kind of-father.‘ Boys. will be 
boys, and the father who realizes this is the 
one whose sons are content to stay on the 
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applios to potash and phosphoric acid, and, 
roasonably, thove are supposed to be food 
for planta; why, thon, is pot lime a plant 
food? Surely it must be ac considered. 
The best farmed localities in the world 
are those where the soil contains a large 
proportion of lime, being derived from the 
Fccomposition of limestone rocks, But it 
is nob aomuch on account of thelime in the 
soil that the land is so well farmod and 80 
productive, but mostly for the reason that 
lime being there abundant and cheap, the 
farmers burn the limestone and make lime, 
and apply ic tothe land.

If we put some lime on a dead animal, or 
on any other organic matter, it will quick- 
ly decompose it and reduce it to its orig- 
inal elements, and this is one effect of 
lime when used in a compost, tho matters 
thus decomposed then becoming good 
manure and useful food for plants. And 
this same effect is produced in the svil 
when quioklime is applied, as it usually is 
inthe fall when the laad is prepared for 
wheat and grass and clover seeding. But 
the chemist may take some sand or other 
mineral matter a nd mix lime with it, and 
then add water, and the lime will dissolve 
quite a considerable quantity of this miner. 
al matter, forming silicate of lime ;and by 
taking the silica from the potash, or the 
phosphates, or magnesia, or the alumina, 
etc., that the soil is made up of, the lime 
renders these elements of plant food soluble 
and available for the érops. 

Now this is a small part of the natural 
history of lime, as it is used in good farm- 
ing. And with sucha history we must 
realize ita value to the farmer, quite inde- 

endently of the fact whether it is actual- 
yaplant food or not, And as this is the 
season when the fand is in the best condi- 
tion tor the application of lime, as lime is 
most soluable in cold water, and the wheat 
crop ia most convenient for it, it is a ques- 
tion for all of us ifit is not advisable to so 
use it, aud gather the fruits of its good eff- 
ects on the soil, The freshly-burned 
lime only is used, and twenty to forty 
bushels per acre is the usual auentlty, It 
is left in heaps in the field, preferably of 
one bushel each, two rods apart, and in o 
fewdays it falls toa fine powder by. the 
action of the moisture ofthe air, or ashower 
of rain, when it is easily spread quite evenly 
—aoasto just whiten thesurface with a 
long handled shovel. But when lime is 
thus used for the wheat, it is not advisable 
to use makerpuesphats until the spring, It 
can then be used to advantage.

Origin of the Maten,

named as inventors of phosphorus 
matches, From the testimony of astill 
living college friend, it appears that the 
real inventor is the Hungarian, Janos 
Trinyi.

Thad heard the general described as a 
man who had been literarly ‘‘shot to pieces,” 
and before he began his narrative I begged 
that he would permit me to see his wounds, 
With some re!uctance he consented and 
speedily convinced me that the phrase had 
not been exaggerated. Howa man could 
survive such fearful injaries is almost in- 
conceivable, and only the most magnificent 
physique, coupled with an indomitable de- 
termation to live to fight again, could have 
made it possible. 

‘ Trifles,’ was what the general called 
the white line of a saber cut and two bullet 
marks on his forhead, and in comparison to 
what he afierwards showed me they were 
mere fiea bites, Loosening the long dress- 
ing gown he wore the general showed me 
his right leg, which from ankle to hip vas 
literally covered with wounds, some inflict- 
ed by bullets,others by bayonets and others 
by fragments of shell, A huge scar almost 
encircled the leg above the knee, and above 
that another and longer one ranged upward 
toward the hip.

The Farm Where a Profit is Made. 


From the figures of dairymen all over 
the country, saya H.S, Matteson in Coun- 
try Gentleman, we find that the cost of 
keeping a cow for s year, at liberal prices 
for pasturage, hay and grain, is from $32 
to $35. Now, taking this to be a fair 
estimate, the cow that makes only 200 
pounds of butter per year, to say nothing 
of any other value aside from the butter, 
will make a fair percentage of profit on 
her cash value, which we will average at 
$25, costing say $35 to keep her a year; 
and receiving $50 for her butter alone 
will give aprofit of $15 on a capital of $25. 

Of course we have not taken into ac- 
count any labor to produce this butter, 
but that can offset the labor necessary to 
cut hay or harvest crops of any kind. “Bat 
we must, if we are to compare the profit 
of 25-cent butter with that of buying fer- 
tilizers and rowing hay, consider the 
value of the manure from the cows, and of 
the skim-milk, which willadd lar, ely to 
the credit ofthe dairy. To tate 200 
pounds of butter, a cow (as they reckon the 
milk at creameries) must give at least 5,000 
pounds of milk, and to take 40 per cent. 
out trom this would leave 3,000 pounds of 
skim-milk, which is worth, at a low es- 
timate, 10 cents per 100 pounds. 

This added to the profit on butter, 
would make $18, which ia not a bad show- 
ing for an investment of $25. 

The man who can tell just what it costs 
to produce a pound of butter is not born 
yet, and we can only get an approximate 
profit. But the day is past when a dairy- 
man is satisfied with the cow that can make 
only 200 pounds of butter,and to-day there 
are in New York state whole townships 
where the average of the whole number of 
cows in town hasgone far above that figure, 
and the limit is not reached yet. 

A few weeks since Mr, Matteson says he 
drove through a section where the whole 
business of the farms was the production of 
hay, and of all the desolate, woe-begone 
lcoking farms he has seen in years they 
were those—fences all down, no signs of 
life or activity tobe seen, and nothing in 
the way of business except now and then a 
hay press at work, Location, natural ad— 
vantages, ability,etc., must govern largely 
the profit of the two methods of farming. 
But to take the country at large, the 

reatest prosperity is found where the 
nities are—at least the houses and barns 
‘and general appearance of the dairy farms 
are always far superior to that of those 

where other branches such as hay and 
grain-raising are principally followed. 


Salt forthe Dairy. 


Salt is one of the most important mat 
ters of the dairy yetis largely treated with 
indifference after selecting what is con- 
sidered the best, Salt is susceptible to 
odors and should be ae much protected 
from contamination as the cream ; many a 
lot of fine butter has been greatly reduced 
in value from bad or tainted salt. 


It should be kept in a dry place and 


where the air is perfectly pure and sweet, 
It should be kept in air tight packages, 
Dairymen should order it direct from the 
sslt works, who should in turn use every 
care in selecting cars in which it is to be 
shipped and that it does not come in con- 
tact with other cargo emitting odors, 

There are brands of salt on the market 
that ore as unsuitable for the dairy, in 
matter of flavor, as kerosene vil would be 
for flavoring a pudding, There are brands 
of foreign salt almost as good as those 
produced in this country and for years 
were far better, Now we produce the 
finest salt in the world for dairy purposes, 

The danger in using foreign salts is in 
the matter of their being exposed to odors 
in the ship transporting them. 

Don’t forget that salt is purely a flavor- 
ing matter, that increased quantities used 
will not preserve butter if air is accessible 
to it. Salt may be employed, as an auxil- 
inary agent, in certain ways for this purpose, 
such a8 making a brine to submerge butter 
in, or in pesilog the tops of butter in tubs, 
Both of these prevent the air from reaching 
the butter, but the same butter salted one- 
quarter ounce to the pound and ie in an 
air-tight package,with an enameled surface, 
will keep much longer, 

Don't imagine that butter absorbs salt, 
You may mix a pound of butter with o 
pound of salt and by washing the product, 
in fresh water, romove every particle of 
salt. 

It isa good butter-maker that can pro- 
duce butter with only ten per cent. of mois- 
ture, the average is 15 per cent. In salting

Black Silk. 


A good many housekeepers keep what 
they call ‘fa black box” and into that goes 
every bit of black velvet, lace, ribbon or 
jet which is not in use. Such odds and 
ends are sure to come into use because 
black combines with everything, The 
following advice is good regarding black 

jieces: Never throw away & map of 

lack silk. Aninch strip of black silk is 
boon sometimes, After ripping up an 
old gown take three or four old kid gloves 
and put them to boil in a pint of water. 
Let them boil for an hour, strain through a 
cloth, and put in the liquid a quart or nore 
of hot water and a tablespoonful of borax. 
Lay your silk flat on a perfectly clean table 
that has no seams or cracks in, and rub 
every inch of the silk with the mixture till 
it is thoroughly saturated and all spots are 

emoved, 
; Then fix a tub of warm water, in which 
put a liberal quantity of borax,and pick the 
silk up by the corners and dip it up and 
down in the tub of water. Dip and drip — 
till it is well rinsed, then take out to the 
line, where you have pinned a long strip of 
cloth about a foot wide. ‘To the edge of 
this cloth pin the silk by the extreme edge, 
stretching it so that it is not wrinkled and 
does not droop. Let it drip dry, and it 
will need no i1roning. Do this on o bright 
day, when there is no wind, Black ribbons 
may be cleaned the same way.

The Fossilized Skeleton of a Man Found 
by Surveyors in California, 


Down in San Luis, Obispo County, there 
has been found a puzzle that has for weeks 
perplexed the scientists of Standford Uni- 
versity, a puzzle in the hardest of rock, so 
beaten and stained by the weather of ages 
as to bear all the brands and earmarks of 
a genuine fossil. Itseemsto the uniniti- 
ated to be acast in solid rock of a human 
skeleton, a strangely treasured relic of a 


race that existed some hundreds or thou- | 


sands of years ago. But there are doubts; 
that is a scientist's trump card; to doubt 
first, last and always. The find was made 
in February near the hamlet of Roblan, 12 
miles southeast of Paso Robles. Van R. 
Elliott, a surveyor, was helping W. F. 
Gillis, superintendent of the San Luis 
Obispo Orchard Company,, to run some 
new lines oyer the big tract. As they sur- 
veyed they came upon a stretch of rocky 
ground from which the rain had washed 
the thin covering of soil. They saw some- 
thing that looked like askeleton embedded 
in the rock, but on inyestigating more 
carefully found that the skeleton was part 
ofthe rock itself, The finders wrote to 


. President Jordan about it, but as the uni- 


versity had no funds available for the re- 
covery and identification of fossilized per- 
sons, the matter was dropped until a few 
weeks ago, when Dr. Jordan went to San 
Luis Obispo to attend a convention of 
teachers. His attention was again called 
tothe matter, and he made a trip back 
into the hills to see the thing for himself. 
He was so impressed with it that he deter- 
mined to have the curio cut out of the 
rock and remoyed to Palo Alto for study. 
Prof. J. P. Smith of the geological depart- 
ment of the university took charge, and 
with J. H. Means, a post-graduate student 
in geology, went to Roblan a week ago. 
They found that removal was impossible 
with the time and the facilities at their 
comuiand, and, so, as the next best thing, 
made a plaster cast ofthefossil. Thiscast 
is now on exhibition in the geological mu- 
seum at Stanford. 

Prof. Smith was asked about. the fossil 
and in reply gave these facts: ‘The fossil 
is in the ondition of a cast ormoldin hard 

-rock, very much indurated and weathered. 
Here and there are seen traces of bones as 
evidence that it was not carved by some 
practical joker. ‘The specimen is87 inches 
long 16 inches wide and consists of a back- 
bone and ribs, with what may be traces of 
the pelvis. The number of vertebrae and 
ribs cannot be accurately made out. The 
rocks in the vicinity contain numerous in- 
vertebrate marine shells, and are undoubt- 
edly of salt water origin, although they 
now lie 1,400 feet above sea level. Thus it 
is easily seen that the animal, whateyer it 
muy haye been, is older than the San Luis 
Obispo Mountains, The rocks are of the 
miocene tertiary age, known as the white 
shale.or the Monterey series of Prof. Law- 
son,’ Fossilized human remains have 
been found only as far back as quaternary 
times, .A skull was dug up from the pli- 
ocene inary lava beds of Calaveras 
n 1866, but it has not been gener- 

pted by geologists as authentic, 
ry doubtful as to whether the 
ais of the tertiary of quater 
navy age, Several years ago a supposed 
fossilman was found in the miocene ter- 

tinry of Irance, but this was proved a 
fraud, Thus the occurrence of human re- 
miins inthe middle tertiary age is very 

doubtful, since the upper miocene, the

WHAT TO DO WITH OLD GOows, 


Aw Anoclent Cow Slaughtering Company 
Might Be Formed. 
7 Whatdo milk dairymen do with thoir old 
\ ows when no longer profitable in the dairy? 


What to do with old and worn out 
’ cows in many of the dairy regions is be- 
coming quite an important problem of 
late years. Before the days of Chicago 
; beef, when each town had its quota of 
____ butchers who slaughtered for the local 
, trade, there was no difficulty in dis- 
posing of them at fair rates, but all that 
ischanged. In very many communities 
q the slaughter house has become a thing 
G of the past. There are no longer any 
butchers. Wo have in their placo 
venders of meat, who simply buy and 
_ gut up carcasses slaughtered in the west 
and sent east in rofrigerator cars. 
f ‘In Orango county, N. Y., thero is a 
. considerable trade in old, worn out or 
undesirable dairy cattle. Cattle dealers 
who sell dairy cattle to farmers have 
found it an advantage to their trade to 
help the farmers in the disposition of the 
old cows, It is safe to say that in an 
- ayerage dairy of 80 cows about one-sixth 
of them must go to the shambles every 
year, either from old age or from being 
found to be unprofitable specimens. As 
a rule the farmer will slaughter one or 
two of these for his own use and for his 
neighbor's, but that leaves a large num- 
ber yet to be disposed of, 
‘The dealers in Orange county buy of 
_ the farmers, rarely paying more than 
_ $10 per head, and ship them to Paterson, 
_N. J, or New York, where they are sold 
_ forcheap beef. One Paterson concern 
 gslaughters 25 per week. There is room 
for a good business in this line, it would 
geem to The Rural New Yorker. Parties 
with ample capital could buy up all 
these cattle and ship them toa central 
_ point where they could be slaughtered, 
& and, ascan be done in Marge plants, the 
____ affal could be more profitably utilized. 
___-_It would be a convenience to dairymen, 
that of having a ready market for this 
stock, even if prices were low. 

Most of the dairy cattle of Orange 
county—probably nine-tenths of them— 
are not raised there, but aro brought in 

by cattle dealers. Formerly these deal- 
ers used to go about the country, nota- 
bly in the counties of Sullivan, Dela- 
ware, Chenango, Broome and Otsego, 
and pick them up wherever found for 
sale. But of late years, owing to the ex- 
_ tensionof the milk business, this has not 
> been practicable. Today the dealers go 
to Buffalo and Chicago, where they se- 
lect carload lots from the cattle yards, 
_ where they are shipped in by dealers 
from all over the country. 

The percentage of those who raise 
their own stock is, as we have stated, 
very small, but itis a notable fact that 
‘the most successful dairymen are not 
‘those who buy their stock at large. We 
Shaye in mind one dairyman in Orange 
county who some years ago bought the 
_ farm and stock of a very successful 

‘dairyman, as dairying went in those 
days. The cows had been carefully 
selected by a good judge and their aver- 
age production was about 2,500 quarts 
per year. The new owner bought a 
_ thoroughbred bull, began raising heifers 
_ from his best cows and today the aver- 

age production of the herd is nearly 
_ 4,000 quarts. Dairymen must learn this 
lesson ere theycan bps to materially in- 
_ crease their profits.—Rural New Yorker.

£ “Wo have never seen a period of de- 
3 pression in dairy products that carricd 
the price below profitin production but 
once in 86 years,” says Hoard's Dairy- 
man. ‘That occurred in the early part 
of 1879, when cheese, for some unac- 
countable reason, went down to 5 and 6 
cents, but took a sudden rise in the latter 
part of July to a good paying price, 
which it has steadily maintained ever 
since. Every kind of grain raising, meat 
production, wool growing and the pro- 
duction of hops or tobacco seem to be af- 
fected with frequent periods of depres- 
sion when the price goes below the cost 
of production. 

“This is true at the present timo of 
wool, tobacco and wheat. Indeed both 
Wheat and wool have been in the dumps 
for two or three years. The production 
of butter and cheeso presents a cheering 
contrast in this particular. For years 
there has been a good, steady profit in 
the production of a first class article. 
Farmers who aro thinking of engaging 
in dairying will do well to consider this 
view of the matter. The dairy business 
is sure, steadfast and at the same time 
reasonably profitable. Where the eream- 
ery plan prevails, its returns are fre- 
qnent, so that the farmer has ready cash”

When she is breathing 
hard, her flanks jerk in and ont violently like 
those of a horse that is very tired. Twoattacks 
each followed a hard day's work anda big foed 
at night. L. H. 

The mare is suffering from asevero 
attack of the heaves, aggravated by over- 
feeding. Such cases are incurable when 
the disease is once well established. By 
careful attention to the diet a horse can 
usually be benefited so as to relieve tke 
distressing symptoms, But the symp- 
toms will reappear if the animal is al- 
lowed to overload his stomach, is put to 
bard work on a full stomach or immedi- 
ately aftor a hearty drink, or is fed 
dusty or coarse, bulky food of poor 
quality, 

The diet should be restricted and con- 
tist onky of a moderate ration of food of 
the best quality. Do not allow a “big 
feed at night,” or in fact at any other 
time, with a broken winded horse. Very 
Many such cases would keep in better 
condition and be able to do more work 
ou much less feed than they consume, 
Many horses are actually kept poor and 
out of condition by overfeeding. If nec- 
essary to increase the feed to keep up 
the condition of a horse with the heaves, 
increase the grain ration, but not the 
hay or other coarse fodder. The best of 
all rations for a horse with tho heaves is 
the chop,” being less bulky and free 
from dust. If any long hay is fed, it 
should be ot night, and even then in mod- 
erate allowance. 

In watering allow not more than one 
bucketful at once, which should be given 
beforo and mot immediately after eat- 
ing. Active.exercise should not be given 
the horse immediately after a full meal. 
Remedial treatment is of but little if 
any benefit, and at best only affords 
partial relief. The correction and main- 
tenance of a suitable diet is the best 
remedy, Arsonic is still sometimes pre- 
scribed, and the mare might be benefited 
by a long course, giving a tablespoonfal 
of Fowler's solution in the feel once 
daily for several weeks.—F. L, K, in 
Rural Now Yorker.

The present season of northern storms 
reminds me of a fearful experience that I 
went through some years ago in the back 
wilderness of the Guianas. I have the 
most vivid recollection of it for the sufli 
cient reason that it was the one incident 
in my long South American experience 
when I completely “lost nerve.” 

My wanderings as an orchid hunter had 
carried me far into the interior, in the 
neighborhood of the Humirida mountains. 
Before reaching the level of the great 
Roraima Savanuah, the trail ran through 
a helt of virgin forest that must have been | 
there when Columbus contracted “‘life’s 
fitful fever.’ It surpassed in grandeur | 
anything I had yet seen in Brazil, Bolivia. 
Guatemala or anywhere else. Below, the 
stems stood isolated, as it were, cach 4 
giant monarch in his own domain, the 
slimmest we saw measuring fifteen feet 
around, whilst some of the larger were 
more than double that size. They rose 
like columns, unbranched, to the height 
of some sixty or seventy feet, where their 
mighty outspreading branches, laden with 
dense foliage, formed a canopy almost im- 
pervious torain and through which the 
sunlight could never picrce. 

Our camp at the time of which I write 
was amongst the foot hills of the Humiri- 
das, across a belt of the great savannah 
which divided the mountains from this 
forest. One morning while collecting in 
the hills where the forest was stalwart

never to see the like again,

UP IN A BALLOON, 


It was notonly the glorious First of 
July, but our town had a circus and a 
balloon ascension as well. The three 
events had been advertised and talked 
about until everybody for twenty miles 


| around mado arrangements to come in 


arid onjoy the day. I was a lad of 16 
then, serving my first year's apprentice- 
ship in a printing office, and of course 
everybody connected with The Weekly 
Journal had a holiday and a deadhead 
ticket to the circus. The balloon ascen- 


| sions were not a regular feature of the 


circus, but had been tacked on ‘fo. this 
day only” to help draw tho crowds, 
How the circus people got hold of the 
aeronaut I do not know, but it was 
afterward learned that he knew 
little or nothing of the business 
was sadly lacking in nerve as 
well. He called himself Professor James, 
and he arrived in town with his 
balloon several days before the circus, 
The Journal published a notice written 
Lif him to the effect that he would be 
glad of company on his trip among the 
clouds, but that the weight of the vol- 
unteer mast not be over 125 pounds. It 
was avery curious thing that almost 
every man in all that county expressed 
astrong desire to make the ascension, 
but was barred by the weight.

space. Some people suggested that the 
editor himself, who was a lightweight 
and full of enterprise, should take ad- 
vantage of tho occasion to distinguish 
himeelf, but unfortunately his weight 
increased ten pounds while they were 
talking aboutit. The pressman had no 
ambition to soar, and the foreman of 
the office said he would be so busy look- 
ing at the animals in the menagerie that 
he would have no time to spare for the 
balloon, 

In this emergency I determined to go 
myself. I didn’t declare my intentions 
around the office, as I didn’t care to re- 
ceive the grateful thanks of the staff, 
and I kept very quiet at home, because

with both feet. I had a quiet talk with 
the professor and settled things. I was 
to take my seat in the basket at the last, 
moment, and his only caution tome was 
not to get frightened and to obey any 
orders he gave me. Dodgers were 
printed and handed around to announce 
that a person had volunteered, and at 
5 o'clock in the afternoon, after the 
circus performance, the crowd which 
assembled to witness the ascension was 
said to number 15,000.

to earth, though I might have been 
dashed to pieces in tho landing, Roal 
izing that I could do nothing in the 
matter, I lay down in tho bottom of the 
car, pulled a blanket over mo and was 
soon sound asleep. Thore was a lighted 
lantern underneath the car, and people 
traced the balloon by that during the 
night. I woke just at  sun- 
rise, and the balloon was then driving 
along at a distance of about 500 feet 
above the earth. The silk had becomo 
weighted with the dampness and caused 
a gradual descent. But very few people 
were to be seon as I slowly approached 
the town, but my shouts soon routed ont 
100, It seomoed as if fifty different men 
called to me to jump, but a man who 
stood at his back door in his shirt sleeves 
gave me the right sort of a pointer.

SHOP AND TOOLHOUSE. 


Two Plans Suggested That Offer Special 
Advantages to Farmers. 

There is no use trying to keep tools if 
you have no place to put them. When 
’ they are scattered around barn, wood- 
house or driving shed, they soon become 
spoiled from rust... It does not require 
an expert blacksmith to do much of the 
blacksmithing or a carpenter to do many 
of the jobs about the farm; hence many 
progressive farmers advocate a work- 
shop. The accompanying diagram, fur- 
nished by Ohio Farmer, illustrates in 
a rough way a substantial but inexpen- 
ive structure. The man who owns it 


si 
says: . 

We did all the building ourselves in a 
slack time of the year; hence we did not 
lay out much money on it. It is built 


AN OCTAGONAL WORKSHOP. 
of concrete wall 11 inches thick and 
6} feet high. It has eight sides; there- 


fore it is very near round. The advan- 
tages of having it octagonal shape are, 
there is no waste room in it from square 
corners; besides, the roof you will have 
on it is the strongest that you can build, 
and it requires no girths or stays in any 
way, as it is braced in itself, and it is 
impossible for it to spread, as the sheet- 
ing makes it impossible; besides, the wall 
is much stronger and,will do much 
thinner, it being braced or bound all 
around, The sides are each 10 feet long 
on the ontside, and being 11 inches thick 
make it about 22 feet from side to oppo- 
site side (diameter) inside, The main 
expense is in the roof, which required 
six squares of shingles. 

Fig. 1 represents the floor of the shop; 
D, the door; W, windows; 1, carpenter's 
bench; 2, blacksmith’s bench; 3, carpen- 
ter’s vise; 4, blacksmith’s vise; 5, the bel- 
lows; -6, the fireplace, which is built of 
solid masonry 8 feet square, with a hol- 
low in the top; 7 is the anvil. 

Tn the second cut is shown a tool and 
implement shed that has given satisfac- 
tion. It is 14 by 18 feet, and is thus de- 
scribed by an Ohio Farmer correspond- 
ent: On the ground floor is space for 
the binder, mowing machine, corn 
planter, three stubble plows and two 
square harrows, The space for the 
binder is 8 by 14, without a floor over- 
head, The rest of the shed has a floor 
above, 6 feet from the ground floor, for 
small implements, such as one or two 
persons can lift handily, This shedis 12 
feet high in front and 8 feet at the rear. 
It has double doors, one (I) 8 feet wide 
to let in the binder; A, plows; B, corn 
planter; C, mower; D and HE, miscella- 
neous, 

Up stairs, over the 10 foot door, there 
is a small door 4 by 5, and this part (G) 
is for small plows and other tools. This

shed can be built in size to snit any one, 
For conyenience there should be a door 
for each wagon, and for this purpose it 
should be built longer to admit the 
tongues, The implement department is 
just right—14 feet deep. A shop can bo 
located at one end, and the shed can be 
made as long as desired. There is a 
stone pillar under each post. No sills, 
Cost of shed, $25 for shingles, weather- 
boarding, nails, etc, 


Cost of Farm Crops, 

At the Nebraska station an effort was 
made to ascertain the actual cost of farm 
crops. The crops were given ordinary 
farm treatment. Labor was charged 
against tho fieldsat the uniform rate of 
15 cents per hour, The profit on a crop 
depends upon its cost and its market 
price. The cost is more largely under 
the farmer’s control, the market price 
being affected by demand and supply. 
Hickman wheat, yielding 40% bushels 
per acre, cost 16% cents per bushel in the 
grankry; ‘Tuscan Island Red yielded 8% 
bushels at a cost of 19 2-5 cents; Iron- 
clad, 26} bushels, at 28 2-5 cents; Extra 
Early Red, .89 bushels, at 26 2-5 cents; 
Landreth White, 861-6 bushels, at 27% 
cents, White Winter rye yielded 21} 
bushels at 804-5 cents; Prize Cluster

RAPID PLOWING. 


| Authorities Expross Thormselves on the 
Subject—Some HMolpful Statistics. 

A good authority on the subject of 
plowing says that 24+ miles an hour is as 
fast as any team ought to walk in the 
plow. Inclay ground two miles is fast 
enough, kept up for 10 hours aday. In 
loose, loamy soil, when the object is sim- 
ply to stir up the surface, wide furrows 
can be taken, the team can move off at 
arapid walk, and a large area can be 
plowed over in a day. 

A team walking two miles per hour 
for 10 hours will plow as follows, ac- 
cording to width of furrow: Furrow 5 
inches-wide, 1 acre; 6 inches, 1.2 acres; 
7 inches, 1.4acres; 8 inches, 1,6 acres; 9 
inches, 1.8 acres; 10 inches, 2 acres, and 
so on, increasing two-tenths of an acre 
for each inch increase in width of fur- 
row. With a furrow 7 inches wide a 
team must walk 14} miles to plow an 
acre. With a furrow 12 inches wide a 
team will walk only 8} miles to plow an 
acre, and in walking 20 miles would 
plow very nearly 2} acres. 

The speed of the team in plowing 
varies greatly, The Ohio Farmer says 
that horses naturally fast walkers will 
travel 20 miles a day in the plow with- 
out exhibiting any more fatigue than 
others that walk naturally only half as 
far and accomplish only half as much. 
With a9 inch furrow a team that walks 
1} miles an hour will plow an acre in 
7 hours and 20 minutes, whileif it walks 
24 miles an hour it will finish the acre 
in 4 hours and would plow 2} acres in 
10 hours. Most of our modern two horse 
walking plows are made to cut.a10 inch 
furrow, and they will turn 12 inches by 
breaking 2 inches, but this adds too 

much to the draft, especially in stiff soil. 

At the walking contest on the state 
fair grounds at Columbus, O,, in 1889, 
the first prize mare pulled half a ton of 
coal at the rate of over five miles an hour, 
and her owner said she would keep that 
gait up allday, This would be imprac- 
ticable in the plow, but 8 or 8} miles 
would not beimpracticable, and the gain 
over the 1} mile team is apparent from 
above figures. 

The time lost in turning is considera- 
ble. The advantage of long pulls in this 
respect is seen from the following fig- 
ures: With a furrow 234 feet long the 
time lost in turning in 10 hours’ workis 
5 hours 11 minutes; furrow 447 feet long, 
time lost in turning is 2 hours and 44 
minutes; furrow 600 feet, time lost 2 
hours and 1 minute; furrow 822 feet, 
time lost 1 heur and 28 minutes, The 
time lost in turning, however, is not all 
lost time, for the team requires some 
“Jet up” from the constant strain that 
exists in this work, { 


Substitute Light Gates For Bars. 

The sliding gate depicted in the cut is 
especially adapted as a substitute for 
bars.

he made six gates similar to the one here 
depicted, with the aid of a hired man, in 
one afternoon, and that 10 years’ trial 
with them only serves to enhance their 
value as a time and labor saving device. 
“This gate, which was originally illus- 
trated in The Farm Journal, is made 
of dry pine 1 by 5 inches; it is light, and 
any boy. big enough to drive pigs can 
handle it. To open it just slide the gate 
back until the ends of the top and bot- 
tom rails come out of the mortises of the 
left hand post, and then carry it around 
as far as needed, The two right hand 
posts should be set far enough apart so 
that the gate will slide freely between 
them, As there is nostrain on the posts,

Best Food For Wintering Boes. 

A Michigan apiarist tells in The Coun- 
try Gentleman that there is no better 
food for wintering bees than pure cane 
sugar, Granulated is probably the cheap- 
est, asit is the driest. It is also almost 
certain tobe pure, A certain number 
of pounds of water may be brought to a 
boil, then twice the number of pounds 
of sugar gradually stirred in and the 
sirup again brought to a boil, when it 
will be ready to use as soon as cool 
enough, If there is any trouble from 
the granulation of the sirup in the feed 
ers or there is fear that it may crystallize 
in the combs, a little (say one-fifth) of 
honey may be added. 

Of course some sort of a feeder is need- 
ed, but it matters little what it is so long 
as it allows the bees to reach the food 
and excludes outside bees. A tin pan 
set in the upper story and a cloth laid in 
the pan to keep the bees from drowning 
as they sip the feed will answer every 
purpose,

{IE HISTORIC PIE, 
AN ANCIENT INSTITUTION POPULAR- 
{IZED IN ENGLAND. 


A Staple Article of Food in This Country 
—The Various Changes That Have Oc- 
curred Until the Present—A Wonderful 


English Pic, 


Pie may, without exaggeration, be called 
an institution. 

The history of the’pie has yet to be writ- 
ten ina profound and scholarly way. It 
isathing of stupendous antiquity. The 
word itself is one of that small class in 
modern English derived from the ancient 
British or Celtic languages. In medimyal 
English it was commonly spelled “‘pye,’’ 
and this word appears to have been derived 
from the Gaelic “pighe.’’ The Irish lang- 
uage also has the word ‘pighe.’”’ Allied 
words in Irish are “pithan’’ and “pig- 
heann.” 

This fact alone, it will be perceived, is 
full of historic significance. So great was 
the vitality and tenacity of pie as an insti- 
tution that it survived the Teutonic in- 
vasion of ancient Britain and imposed 
itselfon the conquerors. It had already 
lived through the Roman invasion of 
Britain, and the temporary introduction 
of Latin civilization and cookery in that 
island. 


It is unfortunate that a historian like the 
late John Richard Green, who writes so 
fascinatingly of the life and customs of 
the people, has not attempted to give us a 
sympathetic description of an ancient 
British, Gaelic or Irish pie. 

When, in their turn the Anglo-Saxons 
were conquered by the Normans, pie did 
notsuccumb. Gallicized methods of cook- 
ing, in which pie does not appear to have 
figured, prevailed among theruling classes, 
but pie lived on in the homes of the peo- 
ple. It was solidly established there, and 
gradually it fought its way into an impor- 
tant position in the domestic economy of 
all classes, from which it has never been 
dislodged. Mince pie, in various forms, is 
one of the most characteristic features of 
old English cookery. 

The pie, as it has developed in Canada is 
a flat, circular thing, with asodden under- 
crust, This form is scarcely known in 
England. There the fruit or meat is put 
in a deep dish and the crust spread over 
the top. ; 

An English cook-book of the eighteenth 
century contains the following recipe for 
something not very different fromamince 
pie: “To make a lumber pye—Take a 
pound and a half of veal, parboil it, and 
when ’tis cold chop it verysmall, with two 
pounds of beef suet and some candied 
orange peel, some sweet herbs, as thyme, 
sweet marjoram and an handful of spin- 
age. Mince the herbs small before you put 
them to the other. So chop all together, 
and a pippin or two, then add a handful 
or two of grated bread, a pound and a half 
of currants, washed and dried; some 
cloves, mace, nutmeg, a little salt, 
Sugar and sack, and put to all these as 
many yolks of raw eggs and whites of 
two as wil’ make it a moist, fore’d 
meat, Work it with your hands into a 
body and make if into balls as big asa 
turkey’s egg; then having your coffin 
made put in your balls. Take the mar- 
row out of three or four bones as whole as 
you can; let your marrow lie a little in 
water to take out the blood and splinters; 
then dry it and dip it in yolk of eggs; 
season if with a little salt, nutmeg, grated, 
and grated bread, lay it on and between 
your fore’d meat balls, and over that sliced 
citron, candied orange and lemon, eryngo 
roots, preserved barberries; then lay on 
sliced lemon and thin slices of butter over 
all; then lid your pye and bake it, and 
when ‘tis drawn havein readiness a caudle 
made of white wine and sugar and thick- 
ened with butter and eggs, and pour it hot 
into your pye.”’ 

This is indeed a pie wherewith to feed a 
stalwart, conquering race. The remark 
about “having your coffin made’ has a 
peculiar significance in these degenerate 
days. 

Not only has the pie acquired a national 
shape in Canada, but materials are used in 
it which England does not possess. Squash 
pie, pumpkin pie and custard pie are all 
our inventions, In England they only eat 
mince pie at Christmas, and not three 
times a day all the year round, 


Odd Things in Fashion, 

There are lots of odd things about the 
clothes of to-day. For instance, a “hearts- 
easo”’ belt is a long, narrow ribbon, tied in 
a bow with drooping ends, Collars are cut 
in spirals and put on twisted, ‘The lamp- 
shade style is now & recognized one so,far 
as capes are concerned,and the lamp shade 
ballet would no longer be ridiculed were 
it toappearon the street, says the Home 
Journal, Moire ribbon is still a subject of 
fond conversation to modistes, but some- 
how the public seems to have had enough 
of it, and very little is seen. The ‘'1840'* 
sleeve is cut allin one with the shoulder 
fronts, and laid in tucks at the wrist. Not 
only are skirts wired to keep them in place, 
but an adroitly adjusted wire, so arranged 
as to be absolutely invisible, is put inside 
the newest sleeves, and makes the admired 
“bulge'’ on them, ‘The newest brown is a 
sort of coffee shade and is called Moka,” 
About every outdoor costume has at least 
two capes made to wear with it, onea long 
full cape for cold days, the other a little 
butterfly affair, cut on a circle, with fur 
trimmed edges curling round the face like 
the petals of a flower.

Episcopol or overseers 
were functionaries of a higher grade under 
the Roman regime, and several lists of 
these have been found. From the first the 
terms were used by the church to meet the 
needs of her own organization, being bor 
rowed from the civil organization of the 
times.—Churehman. 


Encouragement for Sociologists, 
Sir John Lubbock, addressing th :

Straw is a regular

The prices at which it sells 
render it an object to save it in tho best 
possible condition, for only so is it yal- 
uable, The Rural New Yorker says 
tkere are not so many different grades 
of straw as of hay, but all straw to sell 
for quoted prices must be in good con- 
dition, 

The best rye straw usually sells for 
about the price of the lower grades of 
hay. There are two grades of this straw, 
Some straw may be brought in loose, but 
practically it is all baled. The require- 
ments for No, 1 rye straw are that it 
shall be clean, bright, long, sound 
pressed in bundles, well and securely 
baled. The bales of straw are usually 
larger than those of hay, and few if any 
are baled with the perpetual presses, 
Many of them have wood in the bales, 
No. 2 rye straw must possess the same 
requirements as No, 1, except that it is 
not pressed in bundles. Both these 
grades should be free from chaff, This 
straw is used largely by horsemen for 
bedding, by florists and nurserymen for 
packing flowers, plants and trees and to 
a less extent for other purposes, 

The exchange has given but one grade 
of oat straw, and all not filling the re- 
quirements laid down for this grade 
would have to be gold on its merits, 
These requirements are that it shall be 
clean, bright, sound, tvell and securely 
baled, Itis possible to bale this more 
tightly than rye straw, but the bales 
usually seen vary little from the others 
in size. Itis used largely for packing 
purposes for such goods as crockery, 
glassware, etc. 

Wheat straw is not graded, but differs 
but little from oat in the conditions to 
be met. Itis used for much the same 
purposes and usually sells for about the 
same price. The market reports gener- 
ally quote short rye straw in addition to 
No.1 and No. 2. Thisis such as is not 
long enough to be classed in either of 
the other grades, but otherwise must fill 
the requirements for them, 


* Design For a Wollhouse. 

But few of the wells in country places 
are honored with a shelter of any kind 
from the heat of summer or the cold of 
winter, It is certain that such a protec-

tion well repays its cost simply in the 
colder water that is thus afforded in the 
heat of summer and in freedom from 
continual freezing of the pump during 
the “cold snaps” of northern winters. 
The accompanying design from The 
Country Gentleman illustrates that a 
wellhouse can be made of more than 
this practical value. It can be made to 
add an attraction to a country place pro- 
viding taste is displayed in its construc: 
tion. 

The design herewith calls for an octag: 
onal house witha “dishing” roof, which 
is shingled and stained. The sides may 
bo of matched- boards of equal width, 
beaded, over which vines may be trailed 
The foundation wall should be solid, to 
prevent the entrance of toads, insects, 
etc., to tho well, which may be reached 
by making a portion of tho wellhouse 
floor removable. A few shrubs near such 
a house will add to its attractiveness, 


Capabilities of Duck Soils. 

Before condemning muck as food for 
nothing it is always worth while to ex- 
periment with it. Usnally it is too wet 
and needs drainage. It sometimes also 
needs potash and phosphate when tho 
muck is made from plants in which those 
minerals are deficient. After draining 
try a dressing of wood ashes or potash 
from the German potash salts and seed 
it with clover. The roots of clover will 
run deeply in drained mucky soil, and 
once a clover catch has been assured the 
soil can be manured more cheaply with 
clover than in any other way.

THE OLD PIRATE CAME OUT, 


In the Spring of 1826 Captain Parmentier 
sailed on his ship, the Cashmere, with»

{atality attending last voyages,for such the 
eaptain intended this to be. A year passed 
away and no tidings ot the Cashmere were 
received. As there had been no exception- 
ally bad weather it was conjectured that 
the ship had been taken by pirates, as the 
gulfswarmed with desperate free-bootera 


at this time. How common such an oc- 
currence was may be seen by consulting the 
shipping journals of that date. 


THE LOST WILL.

HOW THE QUEEN TRAVELS. 


The Elaborate Proparations That are 
Made by the Ratlroads When Mer 


Majesty Makes a Journcy. 

Tho importance of the Queen's life to 
tho nation renders it necessary that every 
precaution should be taken to avert any 
possibility of a collision when she is travel- 
ling on the railway. The queation has been 
most thoroughly gone into by her trusted 
private secretary, Sir Henry Ponsonby, 
with the assistance of the responsible man- 
agers of the various lines ovar which hor 
Majesty travels in the course of her jour- 
neys, and an elaborate syatem has been 
evolved which practically precludes any 
possibility of an accident, provided the 
orders issued to the subordinates on the 
railway are properly oarried out and no 
gross error is committed, 

The system is now stereotyped ; but for 
ail that, whenever the Queen signifies her 
intention of using the railway Sir Henry 
Ponsonby putea himself in communication 
with the managers ci the lines concerned

Keep the rows from fifteen to eighteon 
inches wide and free from weeds, For 
winter protection, cover with rough manure, 
soon after the ground is frozen over; this 
prevents damage from freezing and thawing 
in spring. Rake off only the rough of it in 
spring. Strawterries wi'l bear for several 
years but each year the berries become 
smaller and therefore less valuable, It pays 
better to plant every year, than to keep the 
old patchesclean, The Crescent and Wilson 
planted alternately give good returns, and 
the Bubach, No. 5 is an excellent variety. 

Our next crop is Raspberries, These 
should be planted four or five feet apart 
each Way, and should be cultivated both 
ways. They will come into bearing in two 
years, and will bear well for ten or twelve 
years. Tho best fertilizar for them is wood 
ashes. The fruit always grows on last 
year's wood, In Branisg cut out all the old 
wood and leave five or six of the new canes,

Tho elaboration of the milk 
goes on at milking time, and is not stored in 
the udder as supposed by many. The ner- 
vous system affects the elaboration of 
the milk, Cows can be milked for ten or 
eleven months just as easily as for eight or 
nine, but you must educate the heifers. 
Every farmer ought to have a Babcock

and pears, Good cultivation is necessary at 
all times, but care must be taken not to 
cultivate too deeply. Asa rule it is better 
not to plow the orchard, as by doing so the 
fibrous roots are injured, and they are the 
feeders of the tree, Use a epring tooth 
cultivator, or if the ground becomes very 
weedy, use Grout’s broad shear cultivator, 
and be sure to keep the soil well stirred 
after heavy rains. 

A hoe crop muy be permitted when the 
trees are young, but never ander the head 
of the tree because the roots extend as far 
as the head does, Grain crops should on no 
account be raised in the orchard, Should 
vod beallowed? The safest answer to this 
qaestion is no, but under certain circum- 
stances it is edvisable, for instance, when 
your trees are making too rapid growth, 
By having your orchard in sod you wil 
check it, 

Sod checks the growth of your trees, and 
where it is, there ia always an abundance of 
insects, Hogs are the best things you can 


gotinetructions along with it, as to how to} put in your orchard, for they will eat up all 


the wormy apples. Manuring is very im- 
portunt, if we want to get a crop, we must 
feed our trees; barnyard manure, wood 
uehea, and bone meal are all good fertilizers, 
but wood ashes are the best, 

In the application of fertilizera, see that 
they are spread os far out as the heads 
extend. Barvyard manure makes wood, 
wood ashes which contain a very lurge per- 
centage of potash makes fruit. Next to 
mauuriog is proving ; start your young trees 
atauniform heigit, say four or five feet, 
wod trim to three or four branches, ‘Kor 
three or four yeurs it will be necessary to 
summer prune and give direction to the 
buds, A good general rule for pruning is to 
prune so asto admit light and air to all 
parts of the tree, and make it convenient for 
picking.

“Making Firecrakers in Canton, 


The most interesting sights of Canton 
are the tea factories and the firecracker 
factories, and the more interesting of 
the two are the firecracker factories. 
These establishments can hardly be 
called factories, if we use the word in 
the sense of making by machinery, for 
all of the work is accomplished by hand, 
and they are therefore called by the 
English residents of that country ‘‘fire- 
cracker godowns.” : 

On approaching the building one is 
not greeted with the usual roar of fur- 
naces and the many and one noises that 
go to make up the din of a factory, but 
it is anything but a quiet place. At a 
distance it sounded like the riot of a 
furious mob compared with the quiet 
about Canton, though Canton seemed 
noisy enough. 

Foramile around the factory the 
thousands ‘of inhabitants are all em- 
ployed in making firecrackers. As soon 
as the children are old enough to be 
anything but babies they begin to 
work, and as soon as their mothers 
haye finished the housework they 
turn their hands to making fire- 
crackers, but there is no confusion, for 
no one knows how to do but a very 
small part of the immense amount of; 
work required in turning ont millions 
of these little explosives. One man, for 
instance, makes fuses, another cutsthem 
in length, and another sorts them in 
sizes. One man makes the panes) an- 
other rolls the crackers, while his neigh-' 
bor fills the ends with clay. The paper 
man would not do the clay man’s work, 
any more than the fuse-maker would do 
the sorter’s work, and eyery little fire- 
cracker before it reaches Canada has in’ 
its construction passed through over, 
sixty different pairs of hands. ‘The go-' 
down is divided into a dozen long sheds, | 
with blue tiled roofs. The laborers sig, 
on little stools at long benchlike tables. 
As soon as one man finishes his part of 
the work he passes it on to his neighbor, 
the latter following his example when 
he, has done his share, and thus it starts 
at ono end of the table as a little paper 
and a fuse and comes out at the other 
end a finished firecracker. |

Prof. Maerker of the Halle experiment 
station seems to have demonstrated by 
tome experiments on sugar beets that 
nitrate of soda had the effect of reduc- 
ing the contents, while kainit was bene- 
ficial in tho desired direction, This 
seoms to be because the plants take up 
considerable soda from the nitrate 
which unfits them for absorbing a suf- 
ficiency of potash, and as the latter is 
necessary for forming sugar and starch, 
the deficiency appears. In the use of 
kainit, which containg plenty of soda, 
the plants seemed to absorb but very lit 
tle compared with the potash. It is 
growing more and more evident that 
soda cannot take the place of potash as 
an clement of fortility.—American

bruited specimen, 

It has become so generally known that 
tramps can and do traverse great distances 
by fast trains without surrender of any 
financial consideration to the corporations 
providing the rapid transit that when a 
single man finds himself unemployed and’ 
behind with his board bill, the suggestion 
is at hand that the continens is large and 
the means of traversing it in search of 
betterment easily available. 

And so he loads his already ruined for- 
tunes into the first convenient freight car 
and statts upon an aimless journey, often 
only terminating with the close of his life. 


Presently a stopping place is reached and “Ly 


the trainmen eject him at some lonesome 
wayside'Station. About this time the de- 
mands of hunger assert themselves, and 
since they will have no denial he timidly 
approaches the nearest house with a plea 
for food. As may well happen, the sub- 
stantial fragment of a chicken ora quar- 
ter section of a porterhouse steak is hand- 
edout, with perhaps some toothsome cake 
andapiece of delicious pio on the side. 
In many cases that preliminary experience 
settles the man’s future. At the best of 
times, when in employment, he is uot re- 
galed with such fare as this, and so elects 
to enjoy it without any other physical ex~ 
ertion than is involved by asking for it. 

And then another recruiting agency of 
tramphood is promoted by the growing in- 
disposition of discriminating people to 
feed robust, ablejbodied beggars. This 
has led to asystematic practice of decoy- 
ing young children away from their homes 
with enticing promises of alluringly ad- 
yenturous travel—eventuating only in 
compulsory begging and petty theft for — 
the support of the kidnappers.

A 
problem that has fruitlessly puzzled the 7 
nation’s greatest statesmen, is too tough a 
nut for me to tackle, From the point of 
yiew of a tramp I should say that at least 
a partial remedy might be achieved 
through concerted action of the railroads 
to seal all empty cars and to compel train- 
men to effectively patrol all trains at 
starting and stopping points. 

Your professional trampis distinctly op- 
posed to walklog or any other form of 
physical exertion, I believe this action by 
the transportation companies would cen- 
tralize the nuisance in great centres of 
population where there is, or could be, 
created eficiont machinery for its control. 

It is, of course, useless and impractic- 
able to suggest the formation of a univer- 
sal league to withhold food or other nia- 
terial aid from all applicants, therefore, as 
the next best and reasonably possible 
thing I should say to apprehend all 
vagrants everywhero, at whatever tem- 
porary cost, subject them to the* hardest 
and most humiliating labor upon the 
most meager and uninviting dietetic regt- 
mon consistent with health, and my be- 
lief is that the nearest possible abatemont 
of the tramp nuisance will be accomplished 
which is achievable this sido of tho mil-

Five years later hay- 
ing bought out the stock of Mr. C. Good 
murphy he commenced for himself in the 
furniture business. Ee commenced on a 
limited scale and by prudent and energetic 
management gradually worked up the 
business to its present extensive dimen- 
sions. His business stand was extended 
and improved as the years passed by. Last 
year he found it necessary to enlarge his 
premises and the result isthe present 
handsome and commodious warerooms on 
St. George street. Mr. Dalton last year 
also built large and well equipped furni- 
ture factory In the west end of the town, 
His business gives eniployment to quite a 
number of hands and is % credit to himself 
and the town. Reeve Dalton is a striking 
example of what pluck and energy can ac- 
complish; froma comparatively humble 
beginning he has worked his way up to his 
present position as one of the most promi 
nent business and public men of Deseronto.

He was a successful teacher in differ 
ent parts of the county, including Deser- 
onto where he taught the public school for 
over two years. Ilaving decided to enter 
upon the medical profession. he took a 
course of study in the Trinity College 
medical eehaal i Toronto and subsequent- 
ly graduated from the University of Toron 
to, He commenced the practice of his 
pecan in Queensboro, in this county. 

n 1887 he removed to Deseronto 
where he has succeeded in building upa 
very extensive practice and gaining the 
respect of a large circle of friends. Like 
the Reeve he is also an example of what 
patient and well directed effort van ac.

spending $2,000 every hour to remove dis- 
tress and provide for the widow and father- 
les, But, some say, this won't laat, there 
is failure ahead, But if they should fail, do 
notothers fail? Failure isto be found in 
every line of business but it is genorally 
owing to bad management. There was no 
reason for failure if things were properly 
conducted, There wero societies in Hngland, 
several of which had been doing work for 
hundreds of years, long before regular ineur- 
ance companies had been thought of. Some 
said they did notbelieve in the assossment 
system, bat schools and municipal, provin- 
cialand national governmenta wore all sup- 
ported onthe assessment system. He did 
uot believe in disparaging the old line com- 
panies; they did good work, but still they 
were chiefly calculated to aid the rich. 
The friendly societies furnished the beat 
system of insurance to the poormen. By 
ao interesting presentation of figures he 
showed that the lino companies were col- 
lecting far too much from the insured, Mr. 
Holman, the great actuary, admitted that 
these companies must readjust their figures 
as their rates were excessive, The A.O U. 
W. and similar societies were now doing 
the insurance business of the world. The 
A. 0. U. W. only levied an assessment of 
about $12 perannoum, That was sufficient and 
the principles on which the assessment was

Thirteen million bayonets prop up the 
ezar’s throne. That is the fullstrength of 
the Russian army on a war footing. Ger 
many comes next, but after a long inter- 
val, with 3,700,000 soldiers; Italy has 8,155,- 
000 and France 2,850,000, excluding 850,000 
auxiliaries Austria’s fine army, which in 
quality is reckoned scarcely second to Kai- 
ser Wilhelm’s, contains a maximum of 
1,794,175 men. England at home and in 
her colonies can mobilize a force of 662,- 
000, The little martial republic of Switz- 
erland can summon 486,000 soldiers to her 
banners in an emergency, and even pover- 
ty-cursed Spain boasts of 400,000. Austria, 
of all the powers, has the most burdensome 
military establishment. Her annual ex- 
penditures on her army are $255,000,000, 
while Russia’s, with an army seven times 
as large, are only $186,000,000, and Ger- 
many’s $113,000,000. In proportion to size 
England’s army is, perhaps, the most 
costly. Her 662,000 men require $89,000,- 
000 annually for their support, or only 
$35,000,000 less than the amount which 
provides Francé with an enormous host of 
more than four times England’s numbers. 
—Boston Journal.

BRANDING CHEESE. 


Words of Wisdum for Canadian Makors 
of Choore- 

A good deal of interest has been ex- 
cited in dairy circlés by English dis- 
patches which state that some Canadian 
shippers of cheese have filled orders for 
September make with summer-made 
yoods, says the Woodstock Sentinel Re- 
view. Montreal exporters, it is said, 
resolutely deny the soft impeachment. 
But the old country importers, up to 
date, seem to be strongly of opinion that 
such denial does not cover the whole 
ground, A cable says that importers in 
London, Liverpool and Glasgow have 
mot and passed a resolution in favor of 
branding the day and month of manu- 
facture on every cheese itself, instead of 
on the box, as is the practice generally 
at present. Itis quite possible—indeed, 
we think it highly probable—that there 
may have been cases in which June 
cheese, for instance, have been sent to 
England late in the year as Septembors. 
The cold storage system has made such 
substitution possible, and not always 
easy of detection. Indeed, in some sea- 
sons, like the present, the quality of 
June cheese is so high that the English 
importer would have little reason to 
gruinble at this. But of course he is 
entitled to what he contracts for; andno 
Substitution, however high the quality of 
the goods, isexcusable. It has been a joke 
in the Canadian trade for some years

And itis just possible that there may 
be shippers who have translated the joke 
into practice. But we are inclined to 
think that such instances haye been 
very rare. Even if the Canadian deal- 
ers were willing to resort to such decep- 
tion, itisnot easy to deceive the trade 
across the water, In fact it might al- 
most be said that those who can be so 
easily deceived should not be in the 
trade, Old country importers appear 
to be making a great deal of fuss over 
what will probably be found to be rare 
cases, or even rumors circulated in the 
interests of the trade in other countries. 
Still, a discussion to which s0 great 
prominence has been given for some 
weeks cannot be ignored by the dairymen 
of Canada. It is essential to one 
continued supremacy, not only that we 
make goods of the highest quality, but 
that they shall be honestly sold for what 
they really are. We have suffered a 
little in the past—although much less 
than is generally supposed—by tricks in 
the trade over the water. And it would 
be a short-sighted policy for us to allow 
tricks in the trade on this side to injure 
our reputation now. Some English 
dealers in the past had acurious habit— 
and an unfortunate one for us—of mix- 
ing up of American, Canadianand Eng- 
lish ayes to theirown advantage, in- 
stead of selling out cheese over its own 
name. And if information can be re- 
lied upon, some of these big importers 
who are now kicking up such a row 
about the alleged conduct of Canadian 
shippers, are not themselyes the child- 
like and innocent dealers which their 
virtuous indignation would make them 
appear. It would probably be very hard 
for their customers, after this time of th 
year for example, to find out which are 
June cheese and which Septembers, 4 - 
a prominent buyer at Ingersoll said the 
other day, after this date everything is 
September. The English importer tnus 
assumes privileges which he denies to 
the Canadian shipper. Still, his is not 
all deception, He Says, ‘'‘There are the 
cheese, take them on their quality.” But 
when he buys goods from this side, it 
seems that he does not trust to the un- 
erring judgment which he expects to 
firid in his retail customers, However, 
itis probable that if every Canadian 
cheese were branded on the cloth it 
would be better in the end for our mak- 
ers§ And if the system were univemal 
it conld be no injury to the buyers. We 
have always held it to be a mistake for 
the makers of tho highest quality of 
cheese hot to have their own factory 
brand indelibly stamped on the cheese 
itself. One effect of such a system of 
branding would be to compel greater dis- 
tinctions between gilt-edged and inferior 
goods. Under the present system the 
best factories often get a little less for 
their cheese than they are worth, while 
inferior ones get more than they ought. 
And there isa possibility of substitution 
in reference to factories as well as to 
months. We will not say that the make 
of some of our finest factories—when it 
reaches England—is abnormally large, 
But so long as there is no system of 
branding on the cheese itself, there is a 
possibility of the output increasing be- 
fore it reaches the consumers, The 
whole question is one wh! h onght- to 
be taken upand dealt with the trade. 
Tt is one in which concerted action is 
necossary, just as it was recently in the 
case of weights. Canadians cannot af 
ford to have either the reputation of 
their cheese called in question or the 
honesty of men engaged in the trade, 


A Good Dairy Ration. 

The best ration is generally the one 
that induces a liberal flow of milk, It 
has not been found practicable to take 
& cow giving thin milk, and by select. 
ing her ration change this into rich 
milk. Of course, very succulent food 
is fayorable to an increased yield, with 
a larger increase in fluids than in solids, 
The way to get a herd that will give a 
paying yield of rich milk is to select 
cows giving rich mille and then feed for 
an increased yield. Any cow not giy- 
ing milk up to the legal standard is un 
fit for the herd. Use the Babcock test 
and discard the skimmilk cows, 


Acration of Milk. 

Aoration of the milk is a process of ex 
posing it to the air while cooling by one 
of several processes for the purpose of 
removing from it bad odors. LWxpori 
ments show that the cooling retards its 
souring, but it is the cooling and not the 
aeration that produces the effect, Wing 
found that those rapidly cboled did not 
cream as well when set at 42° for twenty- 
four hours as in aerated milk set warm 
from the cows. ‘The advantages of the 
system som to be for him who sells milk.

Yhe Hohenlohes (ntermarried With All 
European Reigning Families, 

It would be surprising indeed if the 
new chancellor were not free from pre- 
nt judices of race, for, according to the 
New York Tribune, there is no family 
in Europe the international relationship 
of which is more extensive than that of 
Prince Hohenlohe. Queen Victoria's 
step-sister married a Prince Hohenlohe, 
and it was her Britannic majesty who, 
on the premature death of the Princess 
Feodore, assumed charge of her children, 
one of whom, Princess Adelaide Hohen: 
Johe, married to the late Duke of Aug- 
ustenburg, is the mother of the present 
Empress of Germany. The Hohenlohes 
are, therefore, treated as cousins by the 


reigning family of England, as they 
are also by the royal house of 
Prussia, and there was no more 


popular member of the British court 
than the late Prince Victor Hohen- 
lohe, who for so many years filled the 
office of constable of Windsor Castle, 
and who, after distinguishing himself 
in the British navy, in which he attain- 
ed the rank of admiral, married into the 
English aristocracy and spent the major 
part of his life in his adopted country. 
Prince Hohenloho is married to Princess 
Leopoldine, of Baden, while another 
member of the Hohenlohe family is ma- 
trimonially allied to the reigning house 
of Wurtemberg. Prince Constantine, 
as grand master of the household of the | 
Emperor of Austria and controller of 
his court, may be regarded as standing 
atthe head of the Austro-Hungarian 
aristocracy. Prince Kraft Hohenlohe 
is married to the daughter of the Mar- 
_ quise d’'Imecourt, one of the most influ- 
ential and grandest members of tho 
aristocracy, and sister of the popular 
cayalry general, the Marquis de Galli- 
ffet, while one of the sons of the new 
hancellor has sought a bride in Greece, 
in the person of Princess Chariclee 
‘Ypsilanti, a name than which there is 


modern Greece: 

_ There are Hohenlohes who are mar- 
ried to Spanish grandees, and there are 
others who are wedded to patricians of 
Rome and Naples; while the chancellor 
and his brother Constantine, at Vienna, 
are married to Princesses Sayn-Witt- 
genstein, a house which may be con- 
sidered as far more Russian than Ger- 
man.

A practical unanimity of opinion may 
be said to ;+eynil at present among phy- 
sicians and chemists that the following 
methods of disinfection lave proved the 
most effective and trustworthy; All fa- 
brics which will not be injured in the pro- 
cess are to be boiled in water for at least

thoroughly rubbed down with bread, which 
is afterward to be burned, and the sputa 
and excrements of the patient treated at 
once with chloride of lime.

Mr. S. M. Colcord believes he has a de- 
vice which will make perfect ensilage 
without heat, fermentation, foul odor, 
rot, mold or any waste, Hoe declares 
that cows will eat 75 to 85 pounds a day 
of ensilage preserved by his invention 
and leave none. He gave the following 
drawings, with an interview, to a mem- 
ber of The Rural New Yorker staff. F 

Mr. Colcord says of the arrangement: 
“Tt is really a set of one inch iron pipes, 
with one-eighth inch holes six inches

apart, within three to four feet of every 
part of the ensilage. These pipes convey 
the air under the bottom of the silo to 
the outside. We also put another goy- 
ernor upon a skeleton platform through 
the center of the forage, with a perpen- 
dicular pipe coming up through the for- 
age to the top. It is all shown in tho 
cut. Fig. 1 shows the pipes at the bot- 
tom, which are joined in a frame, with 
an outlet or drip pipe at B. All these 
pipes are perforated on their undersides 
with one-fourth inch holes. 

“Fig. 2 shows the upper governor in 
place. It shows how both governors con- 


- nect with thetop part of thesilo through 


the pipesmandg. Fig. 3 shows an en- 
layged section of pipe, as does Fig. 5, 
while Fig. 4 shows the strainer at the top 
of the drip pipe. The numerous other 
letters given in the different figures refer 
tothe manner of joining the pipes. These 
governors commence to-remove the air 
as soonas the corn covers them, and 
while the silo is being filled, and for two 
months while the forage is under pressure. 

“We apply a powerful pressure by 
means of strong jackscrews at the top of 
the silo. You can see how it works. We 
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fill the silo and put on the pressure. ‘The 
air and gases are forced out through the | 
pipes,and as the silo is absolutely air- 
tight if is as impossible for fermentation 
to set in as in the case of canning friits 
or vegetables, Capillary attraction is set 
np. If there is any carbonic acid in the 
silo, it is absorbed under pressure, and 
the same with acetic acid, 

“Both these acids are healthful and 
beneficial to cattle and tend to forma 
vacuum by reason of their absorption, 
which with the capillary attraction car- 
ries the free, juice to the very top of the 
mass, where it is equally distributed 
through the governors, All the air is 
displaced by the juice, and we have 3 
solid, wet mass of preserved forage that 
we can cut down vertically from top tc 
bottom without the juice coming out of 
the face of the cut or the air getting in.” 

“This gives a uniform product, doesit?” 

“Yes; we can absolutely control its 
fermentation, and the result is a sweet 
and perfect food closer in composition te 
the green, growing corn than canned 
sweet corn is to the natural gar. Every: 
body knows what a difference there is 
between corn as it is cut in the field and 
when taken from the silo, Another point 


is that there is absolutely no waste about 
this ensilage. We do not have to caution 
about taking off but a few inches at a 
time for fear it will spoil. We cut right 
down one side without any spoiling or 
injury. I feed it nine months of the year 
—right through the summer if need be. 
How can it spoil when we have all the 
agencies that might spoil it absolutely 
under control?” 

“Is your silo different from others?” 

“Tho one Lhaye is very strongly built 
of concrete and stone, It must be abso- 
lutely airtight and strong enough to 
stand a powerful pressure, The walls 
must be exactly vertical, so that the

JUDICIAL PROCEEDING In | 

OLD-TIME FRANGE. } 

Teoplo Who Killed Themselye a‘Wore Trice 
by Jury and Their Corpses Sentenced te 
Ignominious Treatment by Order of the 


Court, 


The embalming of human bodies is 


at present done by the underta and 
there are few physicians, probably, 
who, if called upon to perform the 
operation, would be able to do so with 
out consulting their books and reading 
up on the subject. In olden times the 
case was different. and in France especi 


ally, before the revolution, saya writer 
in the Revue Scientifique, medical wen 
were frequently called upon to embalm 
cadavers, although the operation Was 
applied almost wholly to one clas$ of 
subjects, i. e., to suicides. But why 
were the cadavers of suicide embalmed, 
and what was the process nsed? 

“Suicide,” says Be’ 1, “is anof 
fense which it seems cin be submitted 
to no punishment properly so called, 
since such punishment could be inflicted 
only upon an insensible or lifeless body, 
orupon innocent persons. Now, any 
punishment that might be meted ov to 
the inanimate remains of the culprif 
would produce no other impression 
upon the spectators than that which 
they would experience in seeing astatue 
flogged.” 

And yet, according to the custom of 
Brittany, which was also general in 
France, if anyone killed himself inten- 
tionally, he was hanged by the feet and 
then dragged like a murderer and his 
personal effects sold to whomsoever 
wished to purchase them. In some 
cases hie was tied face downward to a 
hurdle, dragged throngh the streets be- 
hind a dung cart driven by the public 
executioner hanged for three hours by 
the feet from a gibbet erected in the 
public place, and then thrown into the 
sewers It was also ordered that all re- 
membrance of the deceased should he 
obliterated and suppressed forever. 

But before any such proceeding took 
place, the cadaver was accorded a fair 
trial before a judge, whose dnty it was 
to begin by making an official inqniry 
into the circumstances attending thie 
act of suicide, the place where it oc- 
curred, the life and habits of the de- 
ceased, etc. ‘This having been submit- 
ted to the king’s procureur, the nearest 
of kin and the heirs of the suicide were

In either case, however, it was neces- 
sary to preserve the cadaver for the en- 
tire length of the trial, which sometinies 
lasted for several months, so that incase 
the accused was found guilty he might 
not escape punishment. Hence the neé- 
cessity of embalming, or “salting,” 
it was called. 

It appears from the old records that 
the operation and materials used were 
as follows: The yiscera of the cranial, 
thoracie and abdominal cayities were 
removed and the spaces stuffed with 
tow that had been soaked in a solution 
composed of one ounce of camphor, 
two ounces of Socotrine aloes and one 
gallon of aleohol. Deep incisions were 
then made in different parts of the body 
and the latter was packed in salt inva 
wooden box, which, having been coy- 
ered and nailed, was formally delivered 
to the jailer for safe keeping. 

This method of preserving cadavers 
seems to haye been successful except in 
a few instances in which the case against 
the accused, haying been put upon the 
docket, was not reached for several 
years, and not disposed of until the of- 
fensive state of the remains called at- 
tention to the necessity of legal action 
in regard to them,

Points on Atmosphere. 
When doctors disagree, itis time for 
the intelligent laymen to give a little) 
thought to their own conditions and as- 
certain if possible by careful and pru- 
dent experiments just what is best for 
them. One class of physicians will ad- 
vocate cold rooms, abundance of out-of- 
door air and what would seem to be al- 
most fatal exposure, and will insist that 
this is the conducive to health and that 
the patient will thrive under such heroic 
treatment. A medical man claims to be 
able to cure consumption and all pul- 
monary troubles by keeping the patient 
for a goodly portion of the day in an at- 
mosphere of intense cold. In midwin- 
ter the sufferer is pnt by an open win- 
dow andinhales the sharp outside air for 
hours ata time. This is all very well 
and no doubt a good thing, but from 
this state of affairs people who have 
neither the experience nor the facilities 
take their cue and imagine that extreme 
cold, if applicable in this way, must nec- 
essarily be so in others. They seem to 
lose sight of the fact that these invalids 
are put upon wheel carriages, tucked up 
as snugly as a baby in a cradle and 
wheeled in by these open windows, 
They may sleep there or sit there as long 
ag they are comfortable, sometimes per- 
haps longer than the sick one desires, 
but, under no cirenmstances, are these 
people even for an instant exposed to the 
atmosphere in any dangerous way. 

3nt, on this theory, somebody thinks 
that sleeping in a cold room, or sitting 
in one, has its points of grace, conse: 
quently we find extremely delicate peo- 
ple going into cold rooms and getting 
into beds that are just about as com- 
fortable and safe as icehonses. To in: 
hale prodigious quantities of cold air 
is one thi and may be beneficial, but 
toretire ina room with a temperature 
at zero, inacold bed with the blankets 
and wraps in an absolutely congealing 
condition, is quite another, ~ With an 
abundance of hot-water bags and warm 
blankets, it is possible to get into a cold 
bed und finally become comfortable; 
but when, after a night's rest, one rises 
in the morning and comes suddenly in 
contact with the freezing air of such an 
apartment, even though pne goes im 
mediately into a warm room, it is little 
hort of suicide, Under ordinary cir 
cumstances, it is better to sleep ina 
yoomn as nearly as p y»ssible of the tem-

the day. Children should not be per- 
mitted to sleep in ver, cold rooms. They

ligious ceremonies solemnized before the 
open coffin of the late Emperor, and after 
each service mounting the steps of the 
atafalque behind the Empress and Nicholas 
Il. to kiss the brow of the August deceased, 
His attitude was not less remarkable in the 
private circle of the Anitchkoff palace. 
There he endeavored, after each of these 
sad ceremonies, to effect a consoling reac- 
tion against grief, being affectionate toward 
all, and even yoing the length of playing 
with the children, This attitude was cer- 
tainly deliberate, but who can say that it 
was not sincere? How could it help being 
highly qe ae and how could it help 
bearing fruit? The Russian royal family, 
artioularly the Emperor Nicholas and the 
ey sre deeply grateful for it. Ties 
have been formed in these days of mourn- 
ing, and they have assumed a political 
character which will perhaps last longer 
than is imagined, and which, as the first 
result, have inspired the two countries with 
a desire to live on friendly terms.” 

After remarking that France by intelli- 
gence and tact might benefit by this under- 
standing, but that the outery against mili- 
tary attaches and the series of press scan- 
dals tend to discredit her in Russian minds, 
the writer says : 

“The Anglo-Russian underatanding im- 
poses cn France the obligation of arranging 
once for all with eaten the long-standing’ 
differences between them, Not that Russia 
makes this obligation, itis not for her to 
utter the word, butI can affirm without 
fear of contradiction that there is an august 
desire there for a good understanding 
between Paris and London. The Franco- 
Russian understanding may evidently exist 
concurrently with the Anglo-Russian rap- 
prochement, but henceforth it can not have 
true solidity unless we at once, or at least 
as speedily as possible, amicably settle our 
affairs with England.” 

The writer then speaks of the friendly 
disposition of England, perhaps a result of 
the rapprochment with Russia, and dwells 
on the peculiar fitness of Baron de Courcel 
for restoring good relations, as also on the 
duty of Frenchmen not to interfere with 
diplomatic action. He concludes by exhort- 
ing the Colonial party not to obstruct, by 
excess of zeal or unreasonable words, an 
puceracendl ay which they must themselves 

esire,

On the 
four or fiye occasions on which it has been 
necessary to send British punitive forces 
into the Waziri bills, the Darwesh have 
shown no combined front, and as they pos 
seas scarcely any property it has been diffi~ 
cult to inflict any real loss upon them. The 
Indian papers by last mail report that, on 
the threatened outbreak of hostilities, this 
less warlike section of the Waziris were 
making a peaceful exodus into safe quarters 
within our frontier. Mahsuds havealways 
played, and are now playing, a very differ- 
ent game. 

Down to thirty-four years ago they harr- 
ied our border villages almost with impun- 
ity. But in 1860 their audacious attack 
on the frontier town of Tank, with an in- 
vading host of 3,000 Mahsud warriors, 
forced us to try to teach them a lesson. 
Within a month of the Tank outrage, in 
the most favorable month for such warfare, 
when the spring crops lay ready for des- 
truction or as forage for our transport ani- 
mals, we senta force of 5,001) troops into 
the mountains. It was the Mahsuds, 
however, who taught us a lesson, One 
nigiit, just before dawn, 3,000 of them 
surprised our camp, the bravest of their 
warriors rushed through our tenteand cut- 
ting down men and animals till they them- 
selves fell covered with wounds, but sword 
in hand. 1t was a surprise conducted 
almost exactly on the plan ot the night at- 
tack on ourcamp a few weeks ago, and 
with even more success. In 1861 we lost 
no fewer than 229 ten, besides numbers of 
the transport animals, while the Mahsud’s 
left only 120 corpses behind, ‘*The whole 
campaign,’ says Mr. Thorburn, ‘ cost us 
nearly 400 men, and admittedly failed in 
its object of effecting the submission of 
the tribe. As the Mahsuds would not sub- 
mit, and the expense of maintaining a

troops were withdrawn, 

During the next twenty years we kept 
up a clumsy and intermittent blockade 
against the Mahsaud clans, But the stead- 
ily growing list of their outrages compelled 
us in 1881 to take them effectively in hand, 
A force of 4,000 British troops, now armed 
with breech-loaders, penetrated into every 
part ot their hills, ezistance, which had 
been possible by the sword and matchlock 
against the old muzzle-loader, was hopeless 
against our new weapon. The tribe gave 
up their leaders to our general, and sub- 
mitted to his terms. 0 

We have already referred to the more 
recent history of the Waziris. The time 
has come when tney must either accept the 
peace and order which the Afghan Amir 
and the British Government are jointly de- 
termined to tmpose on the border land, or 
they must be compelled to doso. Temporiz- 
ing offers and half-hearted submission can 
avail them pothing. Once they really 
make up their minds to come into the new 
state of things, there are several influences 
at work on the frontier to prevent them from 
regretting their decision. Formerly their 
chief source of wealth was the custody of 
the Gomal pass and the feesand blackmail 
which they levied fromall who went through 
it, whether British subjects or Afghans. 
In place of thisand other less legitimate 
forms of plunder, the British Government 
opens up employment on its border pelice 
and frontier irregular force. Traje soon 
springs up when a hill race makes the 
change from pillage to settled industry. We

as Passing Away in Poverty and 
Obscurity. 


The doath of tho wife of William Waldorf 
Astor is a sad reminder that enormous rich- 
eu do not exempt their possesaors from the 


ills and sorrows of life. The history ot 


this gentle woman by no means suggests 
that the best application of boundless pos- 


Sessions is always made, She was an 


American girl, Mary Paul by name, and 
Was a most worthy daughter of one of the 
most respected families of Philadelphia, a 
city of homes and rational social life. Her 
father was William Paul, aretired merchant 
of the Quaker City, a gentleman who in 
these days of splendid fortunes would 
probably be ranked only as one comfortable 
and well todo, He had all that was needed 
to give his children all the advantages that 
money could purchase, and gave them be- 
sides the inestimable benefits of the best 
social and family surroundings. His 
daughter was fit for the richest man in the 
world, if money is the apex of desire. Her 
marriage to Mr. Astor was a prominent 
example of the rule which has almost un- 
iversally prevailed in the Astor family of 
making the most desirable domestic 
alliances, 


_ The fortune of Mr, Astor is colossal, It 
is possibly not equaled by that of any other 
American. He has of late years resided in 
England, and has great property interests 
there, as well as on this side of the Atlan- 
tic. He purchased the Carlton House, 
which was once a part of the palace of King 
George IV. for $275,000, and paid a ground 
lease of $2,350 to the Vrown. This was to 
him a bagatelle. It was not comparable to 
what he subsequently did. *He purchased 
from the Duke of Westminster the historic 
seat, Clivesden, on the Thames, and added 
to its vastness by buying a tract of land on 
the opposite side of the river and convert- 
ing it intoa magnificent park. It -was in 
this splendid establishment that Mrs. Astor 
lived and died, 

The Astors and other people of enormous 
wealth are the subject of much journalistic 
comment and goasth: They are made pub- 
lic men and women by theirriches. Perhaps 
this should not be so, butitis so, and there 
is no way to change it. Their outgoings 
and incomings are watghed as those of 
monarchs are. Writers for the press have 
said that Clivesden was made unhappily 
exclusive; that it was practically 
walled in, and that there was no warm 
touch with the world outside. This 
wealthiest of women was inaprison. True 
she shone in court circles. She had been 
accerded the very uncommon honor of being 
resented to the Queen’s drawing room 
with the ciplomstte circle ; but what was 
there homelike, or soulike, or human, when 
she had to return from the brilliant but icy 
affair within the barriers of Clivesden ? 

Suppose Mra. Astor had survived the hol- 
iday season. Would not the merry Christ- 
mas greetings of her own country been 
more acceptable than the cheerless and 
lonely grandeur of a palace on the Thames? 
“‘A merry Christmas,” and ‘‘A happy 
New Year” mean more when they are 
delivered without the restraint that comes 
with a studied and artificial scheme for 
living in proportion to the opportunities of 
a Croesus, Dying in a scene of stately 
splendor, surrounded by all that dollars, or 
pounds, shillings and pence could procure, 
was nothing but dying away from home. 
Considered in all the lights and shades of 
life, the story is almost as pitiful as passe 
ing away in poverty and obscurity. It is 
the end of earchly career in'either way. 


THE AGE OF ELECTRICITY. 


Electric Railways Will Soon Travel Over 
The Country in Every Direction, 


The age cf steam has not been a long 
one, asit has been less than a hundred 
years since it began to play an important 
part in the business of the world, and it 
must now give way tothe age of electri- 
city, which is here, It will not be long 
before electric railways will cross the coun- 
try inevery direction and at short dis- 
tances, The great railways are ccnsidering 
the problem of electric motive power, aad 
the Canadian Pacific system has even now 
begun preparations to use electric motors 
over the mountain sections of that grea 
road. In every part of the country there 


are water courses capable of developing an 
immense amount of power which can now 
be transmitted to the place where it is 
needed in the shape of electric energy and 
used for every purpose for which steam is 
used in driving machinery of every kind. 
Scientists tell us that the development of 
electricity is as yet only in its infancy, but 
we know enough about it not to make it 
of practical use and toapply it economically, 
for tight and power and things that were 
vonsidered the wildest dreams _possi- 
ble to half-crazed enthusiasts, are now the 
realities of every daylife. The wonderful 
things of yesterday are the commonplaces 
of to-day. Not long ago gas was a wonder- 
ful thiog, and now it has paled before the 
electric light which rivals the sun in bril- 
liance. Another stepand this same invin- 
cible agent will heat our hcuses and cook 
our food, and light, heat or power will be 
at our service by the pressing of a button. 
Another source from which, no doubt, 
power will be secured in the near future 
will be from the use of wind engines. These 
need not be atall different from the ones 
now in use for pumping water and driving 
machinery of Ae every kind in every 
part of the country, The only thing we 
tack to use the winds that blow to minis- 
ter to our wants or convenience is & storage 
battery that is reasonably cheap and on- 
tirely reliable, and it is only a matter of 
short time when we shall have this, Elec- 
tricity is the modern wonder-worker,

Inftcence in Alleviating Pain and Produc- 
ing Sleep—A Clergyman's Experience,

Its neck is wrung, and its 
blood, being caught in a banana leaf, is 
carried to the Sovereign, who touches with 
it her forehead, neck, stomach, armpit, 
finger nails and toe nails. The rest of the 
assembly follow the example. 

Next the people assemble again for the 
royal bath inthe great palace. This the 
Queen tikes inoneof the sacred corners 
of the hall, in a silver bath, being screened 
from view by “lambag,” held by her at- 
tendants. 

Amid the firing of cannon and the joy- 
ous shouts of her humble subjects, Her 
Majesty then passes along the balcony,and 
froma horp in her hand sprinkles the 
crowd with the water she has just been 
using for her ablutions, exclaiming at.the 
same time, ““Musina, ahol’’ (I am purified), 
This sprinkling is said to typify an abund- 
ance of rain during the coming year. 

To be absent from the ceremony would 
be to incur the royal displeasure, so that 
the French Plenipotentiary Minister him- 
self, M. le Myre de Vilers, who is now on 
his way to Madagascar, had to submit 
himself, in 1886, to this strange ordeal. 
Every wife, also, must be with her hus- 
band at the time, or it is considered that 
she is ns good as divorced. ‘The new year 
is then supposed to haye begun, and for 
several weeks there is a great deal of 
Visiting and feasting.—Tit-Bits.

The butchery continued for three whole 
days till only about 25 Chinese were left 
to assist the Chinese in barying the dead.
